Town and city governments 
throughout New England will wel- 
come any aid that can come from the 
New England conference relative to 
the problem of road building.

There is now more general recognition 
of the duty of the state in the con- 
struction and maintenance of main 
lines of travel, and that phase of the 
matter is less perplexing. But it is 
equally important that local streets 
and roads should be improved. The 
road problem of the towns and of the 
cities, as well, is difficult. This is be-| 
yond the jurisdiction of state govern- | 
ments, but by example and demonstra-!

there are less than one-tenth that 
many, dilapidation and ruin are seen 
on every hand. The chief streets ter- 
race along a great hillside. Further 
up the slope are wastes of sage-brush 
growing in stunted clumps that half 
hide the earth with their gray twigs 
and foliage. Down below is a valley 
where the mines have dumped vast 
heaps of waste. The entire region is 
a wild upheaval of hills, and around 
this horizon are seen ranges of snowy- 
topped mountains. The only trees are 
an occasional gnarled scrub pine or 
dwarf cedar a few feet high. Former- 
ly scrub pines of fair size were plen- 
tiful on the hills; but they were prac- 
tically all used for firewood long years 
ago. After they were gone some 
Chinamen ran a woodyard and sold 
pine roots. Probably one hundred and 
fifty donkeys were engaged in toiling 
about the uplands and bringing in the 
stumps and roots of the old scrub 
pines. This material, too, was ex- 
hausted presently, and now the fuel 
comes by train. 

The town streets are

There are as good fish in the sea as 
ever were caught according to the ex- 
perience of Sherman F. Denton, one of 
the widely known group of Wellesley 
naturalists. Mr. Denton’s latest fish- 
ing trips has been from San Francisco 
down the Monterey and Los Angeles 
coast to the Santa Catalina Island and 
its adjacent waters; and he is now 
closely occupied at his home in Wel- 
lesley Farms with putting his newly 
acquired specimens into condition for 
permanent preservation. 

By far the largest number of speci- | 
mens—specimens which vie in color 
with their remote kinfolk, the birds |

BOUNDING THE INFINITE. 


Are the Number of Stars In Space; 
Without Limit? 

How many stars are there? It is not 
known, but most astronomers believe 
the number is not unlimited. The ar- 
gument is that with an infinite uni- 
verse of stars the heavens would be 
one uniform blaze of light. The more 
distant stars are, of course, dimmer; 


them would produce the effect de- 


scribed. 

As there is no uniformly blazing sky, 
the number of stars, though possibly 
immensely great, must be limited. 
This argument is supplemented in a 
recent astronomical paper by a similar 
one drawn from gravitation. Every 
star, no matter how distant, exercises 
its own power of attraction on every 
other heavenly body, including our 
earth. 

However, as the earth’s center is 
farther away from the attracting body 
than its surface is, particles on the 
earth’s surface are attracted with 
greater force than those at the center, 


Now, if the number of stars is infl- 
nite, this decrease weuld be so great 
that weight on the earth would practi- 
cally cease to exist. Moreover, the 
same conditions would prevail every- 
where throughout a boundless universe 
and probably all masses would be dis- 
rupted. That this result does not oc- 
cur is a proof, we are told, that the |

“If the New England forests need 


use of the ax,and the saw, which at 
least takes useful material from them 
for a time,” said Gifford Pinchoi, 
Chief of United States Forest Service, 
in a letter read at the recent dedica- 
tion of the Myrick Farm and 
Home Building in Sprinkfield, Mass., 
how much more do they not need 
to be protected from the total waste 
of fire? Yet in spite of some excel- 
lent forest fire laws in several of the 
New England States, and also in New 
York, the ineffectiveness of present 
fire protective methods has been made 
Startlingly clear during the past few 
months. It seems to me, emphatically, 
that the fire problem is best solved by 
means of an efficient fire patrol and 
fire-fighting force, paid for this work, 
and mainly dependent upon it, such

How a Dream Rescued Woman From 
a Terrible Death.

| PAPER CHRISTMAS GIFTS. 


How to Make Attractive Desk Blotters 
and Wall Pockets. 

Make your Christmas presents of pa- 
per. One of the most attractive of 
these paper articles is a desk blotter. 
The usual size for a womans eighteen 
inches deep by fifteen wide. The mate- 
rials necessary are one piece of card- 
| board of the dimensions mentioned and 
a second piece half an inch less in each 
dimension. The pad is covered with 
flowered paper on the lower side and 
has flowered paper corners. Plain 
crape paper is used to cover the top of 
the pad. 

‘The largest of the cardboard rectan- 
gies is first covered with the flowered 
paper. The paper is folded over the 
edge to a considerable depth, at least 
an inch and a half being desirable. Its 
edges are then pasted neatly down, 
care betng taken to make neat corners. 
The smaller cardboard rectangle is cov- 
ered with the plain crape paper, which, 
for instance, may be yellow if a yellow 
flowered paper being used. Four 
right angled triangles which are three 
inches on the two even sides are then 
cut from stiff and very heavy wrap- 
ping paper and covered on one side 
with plain and on the other with flow- 
ered paper. These are the four corners. 
When they are covered a margin of 
paper is left on the equal sides, and 
this is re-enforced by a narrow strip of 
muslin. This margin is turned over and 
pasted to the upper side of the card- 
board, which is to form the bottom of 
the pad. The upper part of the pad is 
then laid on the lower part, and they 
are pasted neatly together. The cor- 
ners, of course, go underneath the pad 
corners. The pad corners are not past- 
ed down along their long side, as it is 
desirable to have them free so that 
new blotters may be slipped in and out 
at will. 

A wall pocket of paper may be mada 
which contains three pockets. For this 
purpose the bordered crape paper 
which comes in rolls may be used, or 
you may select paper napkins whose

The materials needed are three pieces 
of cardboard about nine inches long. 
The length, however, depends upon the 


design of the paper which is to be 
used. The cardboard is just the 
length of the design. ‘The three card- 


boards are of graduated depths. They 
are straight on three sides, and on the 
top they are cut in the shape of the 
design of the paper. Sometimes the 
top line is straight and rounding, and 
again it will have large scallops. A 
design should not be chosen which has 
too small a pattern. 

All of the cardboards are covered om 


the outside with the bordered paper 
and inside with plain crape paper. 
Perforations are made at equal dis- 


tances in the three pieces along the 
bottom and The perforations 
along the bottom are close enough to- 
gether to permit of the sections of the 


sides.

New York, Dec. 2.—The Irish-Amer- 
ican Athletic club won the point score 
at the two-days’ indoor championship 
meeting of the Amateur Athletic un- 


ion, concluded last night in Madison 
Square Garden, with $4 points. 


Three records were broken in the 
meet. On the first night the world’s 


record for throwing the 56-pound 
weight for height was raised from 15 
feet 7 inches to 16 feet 3-8 inches by 
FP. MeDouald, and M. P. Driscoll made 
new figures for the two-milerun. Last 
night Tom Collins of the Irish-American 
Athletic club set a new American fig- 
ure for 5-mile run, his time being 
25:19 2-5. 

J. J. Eller of the Irish-American Ath- 
letic club was the greatest individual 
point winner, with 15 points, securing 
first in the 150-yard run and the 200 
and 300-yard hurdle races. 

The final point score of the five lead- 
ers follows: lrish-American A. C., 84; 
New York A. C., 36; Pastime A. C., 22; 
Boston A. A., 11; Harvard A. A., 10.

One of the most valued instrumen- 
talities for awakening public interest 
in ‘the crusade against the disease 
most dreaded by humanity in this

exhibit, a peripatetic institution that | 


has been held in most of our large 
cities. It acquaints the public with 


the causes and nature of the malady | 


and, what is more to the point, shows 
the conditions favorable to its germ- 
ination and development and thus 
points out the means of prevention if 
not of cure. 

But the largest and most complete 


exhibition of this kind ever attempt- | 
‘ed was opened Monday night at the| 


Museum of Natural History in New 
| York city. It is with great propriety 
'held in the metropolis, because it is 


| there accessible to a larger number | 


of people than elswhere and because 
lit can show the physical conditions 
under which the disease breeds with 
a larger warning emphasis. Dr. 
Koch at the Tuberculosis Congress at 
| Washington said that New York had 


more effectively organized for the 
prevention of tuberculosis than any 
lother city in the world, and he 
| might have added that her need of 

with 


doing so was also greater, for 
her reeking slums and but partially 
| reformed tenement-house system she 
| presertts a breeding ground for the 
' scourge that is almost the despair of 
science. 

| In the rooms where this exhibition 
'is held there is nearly an 
floor space and about two acres and 
a half of wall space, all fully occu- 
pied. The halls have been partition- 
ed off to represent town and country 
life, mountain and sea shore, with 
a handy model to show ‘how best to 
treat the tuberculous patient where- 
ever found. While most of the ex- 
hibitors are from the United States, 
Central and South America are repre- 
sented and perhaps the best of the 
exhibits come from Europe. The 
official exhibit from Germany is pro- 
nounced the best from an_ expert 
point of view. 

The grave problem here dealt with 
is no longer what used to be regard- 
ed a concern only of doctor and 
patient, or one simply between scinece 
and disease. The value of a realiza- 
tion of the whole community’s interest 
is afforded by the exhibit of the work 
done in Ireland in fourteen months by 
the Women’s National Health Associ- 
ation under the direction of the 
countess of Aberdeen. In that time 
rapid strides have been made toward 
an eradication of the disease simply 
by impressing upon the people their 
individual responsibilities. The ex- 
hibition will continue six weeks. One 
incidental result of it should be to in- 
crease the sale of the Red Cross 
Christmas stamps.—Boston Trans- 
cript.

A STUDY FROM EXPERIENCE, 


It is a fact of common knowled; 
said Mrs. Glendower Evans, in an 
address before the Massachusetts 
State Conference of Charities, that 
certain inmates of reformatory insti- 
tutions are so defective in their 
mental equipment and in their power 
of judgment and self-control that no 
training can fit them for life in the 
community. During recent years the 
Trustees of the Lyman and Industri- 
al Schools have made a special study 
of both the boys and girls in thei! 
care with a view to ascertaining just 
how many of them should be classed 
as thus congenitally defective, and 
how such defective children should be 
treated. 

As a result of this study, out of a 
list of 1,186 girls it has been found 
that 68, or 5.7 per cent. of the whole 
number, are so decidedly feeble- 
minded as to warrant a transfer to 
custodial care without giving them a 
trial on parole; while 265 girls, or 2 
per cent. of the whole number, are 
border-line cases whom it is practi- 
cally hopeless to try to reinstate in 
the community, but who nevertheless 
it is felt should have their chance at 
life before it is just to permanently 
segregate them in a custodial institu- 
tion. 

Of the 68 girls classed above as 
definitely feeble-minded, 37 were sent 
to the Massachusetts School for the 
Feeble-Minded at Waverley although 
most of them were first tried in the 
world and in some cases tried for 
years before the feeble-minded theory 
was admitted. Most of the girls of 
this class who have not gone to Way- 
erley have had tragic histories. With 
the exception of one girl now 21, who 
is respectable but who will bring 
wretchedness to her home if she car- 
ries out her heart’s desire of getting 
married and of another girl still in 
the care of the State and under ob- 
servation, every single soul of this 
class has shown herself incapable of 
self-support and of decent living. 
The story of each one is a tale at the 
best of pauperism and at the worst ot 


the lowest phases of dissipation and 
of feeble-minded or syphilitic chil- 
dren. 


An analysis of the 265 border-line 
cases in our group shows 73 who 
have never been tried outside of the 
Industrial School, and 12 whose con- 
duct is unknown, leaving 180 whose 
histories have been studied. Of these, 
99 are classed as failures in various 
degrees against $1 classed as success- 
es in that as yet they have not failed 
entirely; but many of these “success- 
es” are so closely guarded in their 
places that they are practically never 
out of sight or knowledge of their 
employers; others who are kept safe 
with a degree less of care are girls 
for whom the outlook is most dis- 
couraging, 10 have had one or more 
illegitimate children, and one who has 
been returned to the School four 
times has! had 14 different places 
Among the 99 failures are 9 sent af- 
ter endless trouble with them to an 
insane aslyum and § diagnosed final- 
ly as feeble-minded and committed to 
Waverley. The question arises 
whether others of this class now 
spreading ruin in the comunity, de- 
bauched themselves and debauching 
others, should not be recognized as 
either insane or feeble-minded and 
put under custodial care.

The demands of the American Free 
Art League, as presented to the ways 
and means committee at Washington, 
are not only reasonable but extremely 
moderate. t is asked is that 
art products more than half a century 
old shall be admitted into a United 
States free of duty 


It is not exactly clear why this 
limitation of age should be establish- 
ed. Our artists do not ask it. They 
stand on the twentieth century basis 
with all the world and hold their own. 
They welcome here all examples of 
contemporary art that can furnish in- 


spiration or even suggestion to our 
producers. 
But it will be much to our advan- 


tage that the insensate ridiculous, un- 
intelligent ban shall be removed from 
art products of the old world before 
1858. There has been no sufficient 
revenue from the tariff tax upon art 
since its early imposition. It has ex- 
isted as a crude and unproductive im- 
post, and it is time that it should be 
abolished altogether. 

Why should not art be free in its 
finest expression, or in any expres- 
sion? As an element of popular edu- 
cation we want it. As well put a 
tariff tax upon foreign discoveries in 
medicine, in science, in sociology; up- 
on the foreign lecturers in our uni- 
versities. They all bring to us some- 
thing which we need for our national 
advancement.—Boston Post.

‘But Thieves Got $14,000 in 


Bills From Pepperell B2ik 
FIVE CONCERNED IN BURGLASY 


Plans Carefully Prepared and Care 


ried Oute=Two Charges of Exp o- 
sive Fired into Safe After They 
Were Aware That They Had /3een 
Discovered=*Darinz Men Entered 


and Left Town In an Automobile 


Pepperell, Mass., Dee. 3.—Although 
the police of every city and town with- 
in a radius of fifty miles are keeping 
a sharp lookout for traces of the five 
burglars who blew open the safe of 
the First National bank of this town 
and escaped with $14,000 in cash, abso- 
lutely no clue to the identity of the safe 
blowers has been discovered. The only 
things left behind by the burglars were 
two bottles containing nitro-glycerine, 
a bottle of sweet oil bearing the label 
of a Lowell apothecary, a sledge ham- 
mer and an iron bar. The burgtars 
entered town in an automobile and left 
after the break in the same vehicle. 

It is believed by the police that the 
break was carefully planned, as the 
burglars worked with such thorough- 
ress that they were able to get away 
without any interference to speak of. 
Previous to attacking the safe they 
fastened the doors of several build- 
ings in the vicinity by inserting screw- 
eyes in the dmors and casements and 
connecting these with wires. 

So confident were the burglars that 
their preliminary preparations were ef- 
fective that they fired two charges of 
nitro-glycerine in the safe after they 
knew that they had been discovered. 
While these charges were being fired 
residents of the town and the police 
of neighboring communities were being 
notified by telephone that the Pepperell 
bank was being robbed. 

The burglars were discovered shortly 
after 2 a. m. by R. E. Tarbell, who 
Was asleep in a butiding next to the 
bank. Tarbell was awakened by the 
sound of the first explosion. He 
lcoked out of the window and saw a 
man standing near the bank. Con- 
vinced that burglars were at work. 
Tarbell secured a revolver and went to 
the front door. which he was unable to 
open on account of its previously hay- 
ing been wired on the outside. He 
went back to the window and fired at 
the man on the street. The man there- 
upon disappeared, and it is presumed 
that he went into the bank, where his 
confederates were at work. 

Tarbell then notified telephone head- 
quarters of what was going on, and in 
a short time many residents of the 
town had been informed of the burglary 
by the telephone operator. During 
this period, however, the burglars had 
fired two more charges of nitro-glycerine 
and then, gathering the bills together 
hastily, but overlooking about $3000 in 
gold and silver coin, made their escape 
with about $14,000. 

Hardly had the burglars left the bank 
before the residents of the town, 
armed with revolvers and rifles, began 
tu appear on the streets, but no trace 
of the thieves could be found, and it 
was generally believed that they en- 
tered a waiting automobile and left 
town at a rapid rate. 

The safe was of steel construction, 
on wheels, and stood near the window 
of the bank, in plain view of the street. 
The doors were blown off by the ex- 
plosion, and the bank windows shat- 
tered. Portions of the teller’s counter 
were also torn down. Because of the 
shattered condition of the windows, as 
a result of the explosions, the police 
were unable to determine how the bur- 
glars entered the hank. 

It is believed that after gaining an 
entrance they pounded off the knob of 
the combination lock and inserted the 
explosive in the opening thus formed. 

The bank was protected by burglar 
insurance to the extent of $12,000, and. 
consequently, the net loss to the insti- 
tution will not greatly exceed $2 ; 


Wellsto-Do Woman a Suicide 

New York, Dec. 3.—A prepossessing 
and richly gowned young woman, aged 
about 23, who had registered at a 
Brooklyn hotel as Mrs. S. H. Faleoner 
of Susquehanna Falls, S. D., stood be- 
fore a mirror in her room and fired a 
bullet into her brain. She was dead 
when a bellboy, attracted by the re- 
volver report, entered the room. As 
the weapon slipped from her fingers, 
the suicide had sunk at the foot of a 
mirror that extended from the floor to 
the ceiling. 


Seven Firemen Bad'y Hurt

Shameful Scene 2 as Alexis Is 
Deposed From Presidency 


| DESERTED BY FORMER FRIENDS 


, Soldiers Experienced Difficulty In 


Preventing infuriated Men and 


Women Assaulting Alexis, Who Is 
Escorted From the Capital Under 
French Flag--G>neral Legitime Is 


Made Provisional President 
Port au Prince, Dec. 3.—President 
Nord Alexis has been deposed and is 
how safe ol board the French training 
ship Duguay Troiun. Port au Prince is 
in the hands of revolutionists. Gen- 
eral Antoine Simon, the leader of in- 
surgents, is marching up the peninsula 
with an army of 5000, and a new presi- 
dent, General Legitime, has been pro- 
claimed. 

At the last moment Alexis yielded to 
the urging of those about him and de- 
cided to tuke refuge aboard the French 
warship. At 5 o'clock

from the palace. Thou- 
sands had gathered there early in the 
Gay and they had surged around the 
entrances, threatening to tear down the 
walls to drive out the president and 
Lis loyal followers 

As the hours passed the 
became infuriated, shouting 
leave the country. The 
armed, and men and women, beside 
themselves with rage, heaped curses 
on the head of the aged man who had 
been deposed from the presidency of 
the republic, but who had fiercely ex 
pressed his determination to fight to 
the last

rious was the situation that the 
French minister, M. Carteron, and other 
foreign representatives, with members 
of a appointed committee, 
forced themselves upon the president, 
who finally consented to withdraw. 
Shouts greeted him as he stepped from 
the precincts of the palace and into a 
carriage which had been provided. 
Carteron, carrying the French tri-celor, 
sat beside him, and the minister threw 
the folds of the flag over the shoulders 
of the deposed president to protect him. 

An immense crowd of men and wo- 
men had assembled at the wharf, and 
the arrival of the presidential carriage. 
escorted by a battalion of infantry and 
2 squadron of cavalry, was the signal 
for wild tumult and riot. 

All along the route the people who 
lined the streets shouted, jeered and 
cursed at the fallen president. but when 
the landing stage was reached the mob 
lost all restraint. The scene was tragic 
and shameful. Infuriated women 
broke through the cordon of troops and 
shrieked the coarsest insults into the 
very face of the president, who strove 
bravely to appear undismayed. 

They tried to hurl themselves upon 
him and fought with hands and feet 
against the soldiers, who found ditti- 
culty in forcing them back. In order 
to disengage him the troops discharged 


specially 


their muskets, several shots being fired. 
Meantime a space was cleared, and 
Alexis, with the French colors draped 
him, was burried aboard a skiff 
a steam launch, his suite 
tumbling into the skiff after him. As 
launch drew away three Haitien 


| gunboats and the French and American 


warships in the harbor fired a salute to 


| the fallen president. 


Just as Alexis was embarking, a wo- 
man succeeded in reaching his side and, 
drawing a murderous knife, made a 
sweep at his body. The blow fell short, 
however, and before she could follow 
it up with another she was seized by a 
soldier. A man succeeded in striking 
the president with his fist, but the blow 
was a glancing one on the neck. 

A trunk which was left behind on the 
precipitate departure of the president 
from the wharf was seized upon by the 
rioters and broken open. It was found 
te contain some $10,000 in gold and 
20,000 Haitien gourdes. The specie was 
scattered about and promptly pillaged. 

The unrest which ended in the open 
revolt of t€e residents of Port au Prince 
had been noticeable for some days, and 
it reached its culmination early yester- 
day morning, when regularly organized 
bands of citizens moved quietly about 
the town and took possession of various 
points of vantage. No shots were fired 
and the only resistance to be found 
was that by the president, who barred 
himself within the palace. One of the 
leaders in this movement charged that 
the American minister, H. W. Furniss, 
was the chief of those encouraging the 
president to resist. 

Every effort, whether by the com- 
mittee from the diplomatic corps or by 
members of his family, who begged the 
president to abdicate, proved of no 
avail during the early hours of the day 
Alexis was obdurate and refused te 
leave the palace, although threatened 
by the riotous mobs outside. 

“This utterly mad resistance was dan- 
gerous. Deserted by his ministers, 
abandoned by those whom he had put 
into high office and reviled by the whole 
population, Alexis had little chance t 
escape except through the intervention 
ef the representative of the French 
government. His guard had been re- 
duced to a minimum by desertion, and 
only a few of the troops remained loyal. 

A catastrophe was feared, if the pal- 
ace was invaded by the populace. In 
such an event the foreign consuls were 
ready to have landed detachments of 
sailors and marines from the warships 
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now in port, in order to protect the in- 
terests of the citizens of their respec- 
tive nations. 

All the parties, those of Fouchard, 
Simon, Firmin and Menos, were repre- 


sented on the committee which urged 
the presidency upon Legitime. While 
accepting the office at the first call, 


Legitime showed some hesitancy in un- 
dertaking the presidency at such a 
crisis. He expressed his wish to obtain 
General Simon’s adhesion before defi- 
nitely accepting the office. 

It is of the utmost impoprtance for 
Simon to hasten his march upon Port 
au Prince with his disciplined troops, 
for otherwise there is great likelihood 
of the many parties now organizing be 
coming engaged in an armed struggle 
among themselves for supremacy. 
Couriers have been sent out by the lead- 
ers of the movement in this city to in- 
form the insurgent commander-in-chief 
of the recent occurrences, and it is like- 
ly that Simon will hurry his forces up 
to the very gates. 

The flags of the nations are flying 
over the doors and from the windows 
of the homes of the foreign residents, 
for, notwithstanding their exhibitions 
of hostility against their fallen presi- 
dent, the Haitiens are in dread of the 
landing of forces from the warships. 

They especially fear the men of the 
United States cruisers Tacoma and 
Des Moines, whose reputation for put- 
ting down riot and disorder has gone 
before them. General Canali is doing 
everything possible to maintain order. 
Infantry and cavalry patrol the streets 
and. although a panicky feeling re- 
mains, there {s little danger to the for 
eigners. If there is an engagement at 
all it will be among the various fac- 
tions striving for leadership.

Bikers of High Degree In Con- 
test at New York 


New York, Dec. 7.—The six-day bi- 
cycle race, formerly one of the prom- 


inent events in the sporting year and 
still of much interest to the “bicycle 
fiends,” is again being ridden in Mad- 
ison Square Garden. As usual, the 
race has called together in the great 
&mphitheatre a crowd of enthusiasts, 
and the well known scenes of enthu- 
Siasm are enacted every time one of 
the favorites attempts to gain a lap on 
his competitors. 

America, France, Italy, Germany and 
Holland are represented in the race.

Perilous Trips of Steamers 

Boston, Dee. 7.—Two steamers ply- 
ing between Boston and Halifax ar- 
rived in port bringing tales of narrow 
escapes from watery graves. The 
Boston caught fire in her hold when 
fifty miles out of Yarmouth. The fire 
raged about. a. cargo of oil and the 
crew only extinguished the flames after 
a terrible battle. The passengers be- 
came panic-stricken and Captain Simms 
made ready to abandon the ship if it be- 
came necessary. The Lady Sybil came 
into port decked with ice. The steam- 
er ran into a gale under a heavy drop 
in the mercury. The ice coated the 
bow and the increased weight threat- 
ened to sink the vessel with every big 
wave. 


Dissagrees With Koch Theory 

New York, Dec. 7.—The contention of 
Dr. Koch that tuberculosis cannot be 
communicated to humans by cows or 
eattle affected with the disease was 
violently attacked by Nathan Straus at 
a meeting of the Judeans, an organiza- 
ion of Hebrews of prominence. “I be- 
lieve,” said Straus, “that when a man 
has been proven to be in the wrong, he 
should acknowledge that fact fairly and 
squarely. This Dr. Koch would not do 
and accordingly he left here a dis 
credited man.” 


Persistant Work of Firebug 
Machias, Me., Dec. 7.—The East Ma- 
chias Lumber company suffered loss 
by the third incendiary fire which has 
destroyed its property within six 


months. This time a boarding house 
and dwelling, both occupied, were 
burned. Other fires since last June 


have consumed two sawmills and a 
planing and shingle mill, the total loss 
amounting to $100,000.

Douglas Robinson and Charles Taft

Dec. 7.—Em- 
phatically denying charges of graft in 
connection with the Panama purchase, 
President Roosevelt characterizes as

truthfulness, wilful and deliberate per- 
version of the truth, mendacious, lies, 
certain statements in the Indianapolis 
News which were called to his attention 
by William D. Foulke of Richmond, 
Ind., who asked if they were true, sug- 
gesting that if not they be denied. 

The president is especially insistent 
in defending his brother-in-law, Douglas 
Robinson, and President-elect Taft’s

The News to the effect that they were 
involved in “the scandal.” 

Going further, the president criticises 
other newspapers, among them the New 
York Sun, for what he terms habitual 
mmendacity and the suppression of the 
truth in their writings about him per- 
sonally aud his administration, saying 
they engage in the “practice” for hire; 
than which, in his opinion, there can be 
Lo lower means of gaining a livelihood. 

“The best and ablest editors and 
writers In the daily press,” says the 
president, “render a service to the com- 
munity which can hardly be paralleled 
by the service rendered by the best 
and ablest @f the men in public life, or 
of the men in business. But the con- 
verse of this proposition is also true. 
The most corrupt financiers, the most 
corrupt politicians, are no greater 
menace to this country than the news- 
paper men of the type I have described. 
Whether they belong to a yellow press 
or to the purchased press, whatever may 
be the stimulating cause of their slan- 
derous mendacity and whatever the 
cloak it may wear, matters but little. 
In any event, they represent one of the 
potent forces for evil in the community.” 

Resenting the president's criticism of 
the policy of the New York Sun, Editor 
Laffan issued a statement in which he 
repudiates the president's assertion that 
his paper lies and says the president 
has “an overwhelming advantage over 
any respectable antagonist in his (Mr. 
Roosevelt's) complete freedom from any 
sense of personal obligation in respect 
to the truth.” 

Mr. Laffan adds: “The editor of The 
Sun fs fully alive to the extremity of 
the inconvenience which attaches to a 
personal controversy with a man who 
has shown himself capable of suppres- 
sion and perversion of individual corre- 
spondence, an act which in ordinarr 
life would, in the cognizance of any 
club or association of self-respecting 
gentlemen, entail his prompt expul- 
sion.” 

The correspondence passing between 
President Roosevelt and Foulke was 
made public by the latter at this place.

Rebel Leader Declares Himself 
Chief Executive of Haiti 


FQUCHARD IS HEAD OF ARMY 


Returned Exile Raised td That Posi- 


tion After First Being Denied 


Permission to Land==Firmin De- 
clares Himself a Candidate For 


Presidency, a Movement In His 


Favor Being Greatly Strengthened 


Port au Prince, Dec. 7.—Quiet pre- 
vails here, although there are reports 
of threatening trouble in other townsin 
Hayti. General Simon, commander-in- 
thief of the revolutionists, who entered 
Port au Prince Saturday at the head 
of an army of about 8000 men, has is- 
sued a proclamation to the people and 
the army in which he assumes the title 
of chief executive and declares that he 
will organize a provisional govern- 
ment, pending the assembling of the 
parliament. In his proclamation he 
makes an appeal to the wisdom of the 
nation and the discipline of the army. 

The Cuban steamer Oteri arrived here 
yesterday from Kingston, having on 
board General Fouchard and _ thirty 
other exiles. After lengthy negotia- 
tions, Simon agreed to permit Fouchard 
to land, but said that the others must 
remain on the steamer until today. 

The two revolutionary leaders re- 
mained together for some time at Si- 
mon’s headquarters, and, after what 
proved a very amicable meeting, Simon 
proclaimed Fouchard chief executive 
of the army, and all the forts and the 
Haitien gunboats fired a_ salute of 
twenty-one guns. After this the Oteri’s 
passengers caine ashore and were greet- 
ed by the firing of musketry. 

Advices received here indicate that 
the situation at Gonaives and St. Mare 


is grave, the movement in favor of 
General Firmin having been greatly 


strengthened at these places. Firminis 
now on his way to Kingston and will 
proceed from that port to Haiti. 

General Rameau, the governor of 
Gonaives, is hated because of the large 
number of summary executions he is 
considered responsible for, and his life 
is in danger. 

At St. Mare practically all the au- 
thorities, military and civil, exceyt 
Governor Camner, are adherents of 
Firmin, and the situation is likely to 
become critical if Simon attempts to 
prevent the landing of Firmin, who 
has declared himself a candidate for 
the presidency. 


General Leconte In Hayti 

Cape Haitien, Dec. 7.—General Le- 
conte, the minister of the interlor, ar- 
rived here on steamer Cheruskia, but 
all demonstrations were suppressed by 
the authorities. Leconte proceeded to 
his home under a guard of soldiers, and 
troops are now stationed in that quar- 
ter to prevent trouble.. 


FifiyeTwo Deaths In Storm 

Halifax, Dec. 7—More than fifty 
seamen have iost their lives off the up- 
per north Atlantic coast within the 
past few days in a storm of unprece- 
dented severity, and it is possible that 
the turbulent sea has claimed even a 
greater number of lives. In addition to 
this death roll, which includes no pas- 
sengers, there {s a mystery in the dis- 
covery of life belts bearing the name 
S. S. Stanley washed ashore with the 
wreckage from the Soo City. In lieu of 
any other explanation, it is said that 
the Stanley life belts might have been 
e second-hand purchase for use aboard 
the Soo City. 


Diplomatic Agent Tumbles Overboard 

London, Dec. 7.—Alfred Dobson, 
sged 60, agent general for Tasmania 
in London, while crossing the channel 


from Boulogne to Folkestone was 
drowned. He was sitting in the stern 


of the boat, in a forbidden part of the 
vessel. One of the officers warned 
Dobson that he could not remain there, 
whereupon he threw up his hands and 
fell overboard. Dobson was at dif- 
ferent times speaker of the Tasmanian 
assembly, attorney general and solict- 
tor general. Dobson was married only 
A year ago. 


Battleships Pass Singapore 

Singapore, Dec. 7.—The United 
States Atlantic battleship fleet, under 
Rear Admiral Sperry, passed through 
the harbor here Sunday. The scout 
cruiser Yankton, which has been here 
for a few days, kept in constant com- 
munication with the fleet during its 
passage, but otherwise the battleships 
vid not communicate with the shore. 
Yhe flagship Connecticut saluted the 
port and the salute was returned. The 
voyage from Manila, from which port 
the fleet sailed on Tuesday, was un- 
éventful.

AN UNFORTUNATE CRUISER 


Yankee Goes to the Bottom After 
Having Been Raised 

New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 7.—With 
only a portion of her forward deck, her 
funnel and her masts projecting above 
the water, the United States cruiser 
Yankee, which was floated from the 
dangerous Hen and Chickens ledge, at 
the western entrance to Buzzards bay, 
Where she had been held for ten weeks. 
rests on the bottom of Buzzards bay, 
not far from the Penikese island leper 
settlement. 

Towing hawsers connecting the Yan- 
kee with twe tugboats parted repeated- 
ly in the rough weather and it was dur- 
ing an endeavor to attach another tow- 
line that one of the tugs, the John 
Hughes, was lifted on a great wave 
and smashed against the side of the 
cruiser, breaking in a port, which al- 
lowed the water to flood the compart- 
ment where the air compressors were 
at work, disabling those machines, and 
later putting out the fires under the 
boilers which furnished the power for 
the wrecking pumps. 

Although no lives were lost when 
the Yankee went down, Commander 
Marsh, in command of the cruiser, and 
Engineer Wetherspoon and Captain 
McAllister, who were in charge of the 
salvage operations, and six members 
of the crew, had to climb hastily in the 

rigging and then jump on board of one 
of the tugs to escape being carried 
down with the ship.

NATIONAL APPLE SHOW 


Fruit Exposition, With International 
Exhibits, Opens In Spokane 

Spokane, Wash., Dec. 7.—The apple 
jis the greatest fruit in the world, and 
the northwestern corner of the United 
States is the greatest place in the 
world to grow it in, if the people gath- 
ered here today to witness the open- 
ing of the national apple show are to 
be believed. Their belief seems to be 
justified by the many splendid speci- 
wens of fruit placed on exhibition, 

Months ago the projectors of the 
show, aided by the Spokane chamber 
of commerce, induced the national 
government to issue invitations to for- 
eign countries to send here their best 
specimens of the apple. The object 
was the bringing together at one time 
of the standard varieties of apples 
grown for commercial purposes 
throughout the world for the purpose 
of comparison. Another object is the 
advancement of the interests of apple 
growers. 


CASTRO MUST 
OFFER APOLOGY 


Will Not Be Allowed to Enter 
France Otherwise 


—_—_—_—— 


Paris, Dec. 7.—If President Castro 
of Venezuela comes to Bordeaux he 


will not be allowed to set foot on French 


soll until after he has offered a formal 
apology for the fashion in which he has 
flaunted France. 

This decision was arrived at by the 
cabinet at its meeting Saturday, but it 
was kept a secret, for two reasons: 
First, because it was suspected that 
Castro would disembark at Santander, 
Spain, and second, because his physical 
condition may be such that humani- 
tarian motives might render immedi- 
ate care at a hospital imperative. But 
should he arrive at Bordeaux and his 
illness not be serious, the cabinet has 
determined that some signal redress 
must be exacted from the Venezuelan 
president for his ignominous expulsion 


cf M. Taigny, the French charge d’af- 
faires, from that country in Janu- 


ary, 1906. 

Permission to land, therefore, will be 
made conditional upon, first, the dis- 
patch of an official telegram of apology 
to the French government, and, after 
that, the dispatch of telegraphic in- 
structions to Caracas for the imme- 
diate execution of the arbitral award in 


the matter of the French claims, 
which, France asserts, Castro has ig- 
nored. 


Domingo Castillo, the Venezuelan 
consul general at Hamburg, and D. Es 
calent, consul general at Liverpool, 
passed through Paris yesterday on 
their way to Santander, presumably to 
meet Castro. ; 


Fruitless Treasure Hunt 

New York, Dec. 7.—The Harvard col- 
lege treasure seekers, as they have 
come to be known, returned empty- 
handed last night from Kingston, Jam., 
on the steamer Admiral Dewey. After 
the first chartered vessel, the old-time 
racer Mayflower, was abandoned, the 
men set out again on their mission, 
which was to recover the gold sunk in 
a Spanish galleon off the coast of Ja- 
maica. They say that, with the as- 
sistance of two divers, they located 
several wrecks, presumably including 
that of the valuable galleon, but the 
hulls were buried so deep beneath the 
sand of the ocean bottom that a satis- 
factory examination was impossible. 


Americans Were In Jeopariy 

Pekin, Dec. 7.—Americans in the 
Yang-Tse-Kiang territory are indig- 
nant on account of the withdrawal of 
the American gunboats, whch went te 
Manila for target practice, leaving no 
protection for Americans during the 
recent insurrection at Nanking. The 
American consul general at Hankow, 
William Martin, was compelled to ask 
the British representative to look after 
American interests at Nanking. Had 
the rebels succeeded in taking Nanking 
an insurrection would have broken out 
in other places, which would have put 
the American residents in a position of 
great danger.

The Hindoo jugglers and acrobats 
are the most skillful in the world, and 
we are always hearing new stories of 
them, says the Chicago News. One of 
the latest stories is about a performer 
who went through many 
feats perched on top of a single bam- 
boo stick about fifteen feet in height. 
The top of the stick was tied to a 
girdle around his waist, and a leg rest 
was provided by a cushion a few feet 
down the pole. Perched on this slen- 
der stick, he hopped and danced 
around in the liveliest way, accompa- 
nied by the tapping of a drum. It 
would be considered a skillful feat to 
walk about with ease on a pair of 
stilts fifteen feet in height, but this 
Hindoo showed a marvelous power of 
equilibrium on a single stick. 

He did other things even more won- 


derful. For example, he balanced a 
light stick on his nose and a heavy 
one on his chin and then threw the 


heavy one into the air with his head 
and caught it on the end of the light 
one, While balancing the two 
thus, end on end, be made one revolve 
in one direction and the other in an 
other direction.

pensation to certain classes of em- 
ployees of the government should be 
extended to include all employees of 
the government and should be made 
more liberal in its terms. In this re- 
spect the generosity of the United 
States toward its employees compares 
most unfavorably with that of every 
country in Europe—even the poorest. 

The terms of the act are also a 
hardship in prohibiting payment in 
eases where the accident is in any 
way due to the negligence of the em- 
ployee. It is inevitable that daily fa- 
miliarity with danger will lead men to 
take chances that can be construed 
into negligence. 

I renew my recommendation made 
in a previous message that half holl- 
days be granted during the summer to 


all wageworkers in government em- 
ploy. 

I also renew my recommendation 
that the principle of the eight hour 


day should as rapidly and as far as 
practicable be extended to the entire 
work being carried on by the govern- 
ment. 

The Courts. 

I most earnestly urge upon the con- 
gress the duty of increasing the totally 
{Inadequate salaries now given to our 
judges. Jn the whole, there is no 
body of public servants who do as 
valuable work nor whose moneyed 
reward is sO inadequate compared to 
their work. Beginning with the su- 
preme court, the judges should have 
their salaries doubled. 

It earnestly to be desired that 
some method should be devised for do- 
ing away with the long delays which | 
now obtain in the administration of ; 
justice and which operate with pecul- 
jar severity against persons of small; 


is 
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be had within a short fixed period, 
and if not then continued after hear- 
ing it should forthwith lapse. Deeci- 
sions should be rendered immediately 
and the chance of delay minimized in 
every way. 

The courts are to be highly com- 
mended and stanchly upheld when 
they set their faces against wrong- 
doing or tyranny by a majority, but 
they are to be blamed when they 
fail to recognize under a government 
like ours the deliberate judgment of 
the majority as to a matter of legiti- 
mate policy when duly expressed by 
the legislature. The people should 
not be permitted to pardon evil and 
slipshod legislation on the theory that 
the court will set it right. They should 
be taught that the right way to get rid 
of a bad law is to have the legislature 
repeal it and not to have the courts by 
ingenious hair splitting nullify it. 

People Themselves to Blame. 

For many of the shortcomings of 
justice in our country our people as a 
whole are themselves to blame, and the 
judges and juries merely bear their 
share together with the public as a 
Whole. It is discreditable to us as a 
people that there should be difficulty 
in convicting murderers or in bringing 
to justice men who as public servants 
bave been guilty of corruption or who 
have profited by the corruption of pub- 
lie servants. 

The huge wealth that has been ac- 
cumulated by a few individuals of re- 
cent years, in what has amounted to 
a social! and industrial revolution, bas 
been as regards some of these individ- 
uals made possible only by the improp- 
er use of the modern corporation. Cor- 
porations are necessary instruments of 
modern business. They have been per- 
mitted to become a menace largely be- 
cause the governmental representatives 
of the people have worked slowly in 
; providing for adequate control over 

them.

| tions of the interstate commerce law. 
| Control over the great corporations do- 
| ing interstate business can be effective 
only if it is vested with full power in 
an administrative department,a branch 
of the federal executive, carrying out 
a federal law.

Last year before the house 
committee on the judiciary these same 
labor leaders formulated their de 
mands, specifying the bill that con 
tained them, refusing all compromise 


stating they wished the principle o1 
that bil] or nothing. They ir 
a provision that in a labor dispute né 
fajunction should tissue except to pro 
tect a pronerty right and specifically 
provided that the right -to carry on 
business should not be construed as a 
property right, and in a second pro- 
vision their bill made legal in a labor 
dispute any act or agreement by or 
between two or more ons that 
would not have been unlawful if done 
by a single person. Ia other words, 
this bill legalized blacklisting and boy- 


pers 


cotting in every form. The demand 
| was made that there should be trial 
by jury in contempt cases, thereby 


most seriously impairing the authority 
of the courts. All this represented a 
course of policy which, if carried out, 
would mean the enthronement of class 
privilege in its crudest and most 
brutal form and the destruction of 
one of the most essential functions of 
the judiciary in all civilized lands. 

The wageworkers, the workingmen, 
the laboring men of the country, by the 
way in which they repudiated the ef- 
fort to get them to cast their votes in 
response to an appeal to class hatred 
have emphasized their sound patriotism 
and Americanism. 

Courts Imperiled by Judges. 

But the extreme reactionaries, the 
persons who blind themselves to the 
wrongs now and then committed by 
the courts on laboring men, should 
also think seriously as to what such a 
movement as this  portends. The 
courts are jeoparded primarily by the 
action of these federal and state 
judges who show inability or un will- 
ingness to put a stop to the wrong- 
doing of very rich men under modern 
industrial conditions. 

There are certain decisions by va- 
rious courts which have been exceed- 
ingly detrimental to the rights of 
wageworkers. This is true of all the 
decisions that decide that men and 
women are by the constitution “guar- 
anteed their liberty” to contract to 

fenter a dangerous occupation, or to 
{ work an undesirable or improper num- 
ber of hours, or to work in unhealthy 
surroundings, and therefore cannot re- 
cover damages when maimed in that 
occupation and cannot be forbidden 
to work what the legislature decides is 
an excessive number of hours, or to 
| carry on the work under conditions 
which the legislature decides to be un- 
healthy. 

There is also, I think, ground for 

the belief that substantial injustice is 
| often suffered by employees in conse- 
quence of the custom of courts issu- 


| ing temporary injunctions without no- | 


| tice to them and punishing them for 
contempt of court in instances where, 
as a matter of fact, they have no 
knowledge of any proceedings. Pro- 
vision should be made that no injunc- 
tion or temporary restraining order 
issue otherwise than on notice, except 
where irreparable injury would other- 
wise result, and in such case a hear- 
ing on the merits of the order should

} The courts hold a place of peculiar 
and deserved sanctity under our form 
of government. Respect for the law is 
essential to the permanence of our in- 
stitutions, and respect for the law is 
largely conditioned upon respect for 
the courts. But we must face the fact 
that there are wise and unwise judges, 
just as there are wise and unwise ex- 
ecutives and _ legislators. When a 
president or governor behaves improp- 
arly or unwisely the remedy is easy, 
for his term is short. The same is 
true with the legislator, although not 
to the degree. With a judge 
who, being human, is also likely to 
err, but whose tenure is for life, there 
| {fs no similar way of holding him to 
| responsibility. Under ordinary condi- 
| tions the only forms of pressure to 
which he is in any way amenable are 
public opinion and the action of his 
fellow judges. It is the last which is 
most immediately effective and to 
which we should look for the reform 
of abuses.

Forests. 

If there is any one duty which more 
than another we owe it to our chiidren 
and our children’s children to perform 
at once it is to save the forests of 
thts country, for they constitute the 
first and most important element in 
the e@onservation of the natural re- 
sources of the country. 

Shortsighted persons, or persons 
blinded to the future by desire to 
make money in every way out of the 
present, speak as if no 


} sometimes 


great damage would be done by the 
reckless destruction of our forests. It 
jis difficult to have patience with the 
arguments of these persons. Thanks 
to our own recklessness in the use of 
our splendid forests, we have already 
crossed the verge of a timber famine 
in this country, and no measures that 
we now take can, at least for many 
years, undo the mischief that has al- 
ready been done. But we can prevent 
further mischief being done, and it 
would be in the highest degree repre- 
| bensible to let any consideration of 
temporary convenience or temporary 
cost interfere with such action, espe- 
cially as regards the national forests, 
which the nation can now at this very 
ere control. * 


[The president here cites in support 
of his contentions the great destruc- 
tion wrought in China by the denuda- 
| tion of the forest areas. | 
| What has thus happened in northern 
China, what has happened in central 
Asia, in Palestine, in north Africa, in 
parts of the Mediterranean countries 
of Europe, will surely happen in our 
country if we do not exercise that 
wise forethought which should be one 
of the chief marks of any people call- 
ing itself civilized. Nothing should be 
permitted to stand in the way of the 
preservation of the forests, and it is 
criminal to permit individuals to pur- 
chase a little gain for themselves 
through the destruction of forests 
when this destruction is fatal to the 
well being of the whole country in the 
future.

' 
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inland Waterways. 

Action should be begun forthwith, 
during the present session of congress, 
for the improvement of our inland wa- 
terways—action which will result in 


giving us not only navigable but 
|navigated rivers. We have spent 


hundreds of millions of dollars upon 
these waterways, yet the traffic on 
nearly all of them is steadily declin- 
ing. This condition is the direct re- 
jsult of the absence of any compre- 
‘hensive and farseeing plan of water- 


Way improvement. Obviously we can- 
not continue thus to expend the rev- 
enues of the government without re- 
turn. It is poor business to spend 
money for inland navigation unless 
we get it. 

Such shortsighted, vacillating and 
futile methods are accompanied by de- 
creasing water borne commerce and 
increasing traffic congestion on land, 
by increasing floods and by the waste 
of public money. The remedy lies in 
abandoning the methods which have 


so signally failed and adopting new | 


ones in keeping with the needs and 
demands of our people. 


In a report on a measure introduced 


at the first session of the present con- | 


gress the secretary of war said, “The 
chief defect in the methods hitherto 
pursued lies in the absence of execu- 
tive authority for originating compre- 
hensive plans covering the country or 
natural divisions thereof.” 
opinion I heartily concur. 


Until the work of river improvement | 


fs undertaken in a modern way it can- 
not have results that will meet the 
needs of this modern nation. These 
needs should be met without further 
dilly-dallying or delay. The plan which 
promises the best and quickest results 
is that of a permanent commission au- 
thorized to co-ordinate the work of all 
the government departments relating 
to waterways and to frame and super- 
vise the execution of a comprehensive 
plan. The time for playing with our 
waterways is past. The country de- 
mands results, 
National Parks. 

I urge that all our national parks ad- 
jacent to national forests be placed 
completely under the control of the 
forest service of the agricultural de- 
partment, instead of leaving them, as 
they are now, under the interior de- 
partment and policed by the army. 

Pure Food. 

The pure food legislation has already 
worked a benefit difficult to overesti- 
mate. 

Secret Service. 

Last year an amendment was incor- 
porated in the measure providing for 
the secret service which provided that 
there should be no detail from the se- 
cret service and no transfer therefrom. 
It not too much to that this 
amendment has been of benefit only, 
and could be of benefit only, to the 
criminal The amendment in 
question was of benefit to no one ex- 
cepting to criminals, and it seriously 
hampers the government in the detec- 
tion of crime and the securing of jus- 
tice. It prevents the promotion of em- 


is say 


classes. 


ployees in the secret service, and this | 


further discourages good effort. In its 
present form the restriction operates 
only to the advantage of the criminal, 
of the wrongdoer. 

The chief argument In favor of the 
provision was that the congressmen 
did not themselves wish to be invest!- 
gated by secret service men. Very lit- 
tle of such investigation has been done 
in the past, but it is true that the work 
of the secret service agents was partly 
responsible for the indictment and con- 
viction of a senator and a congressman 
for land frauds In Oregon. I do not 
belleve that it is In the public interest 
fo protect criminals In any branch of 
the publie service, and exactly as we 
have again and again during the past 
seven years prosecuted and convicted 
such criminals who were in the execu- 
tive branch of the government so in 
my belief we should be given ample 
means to prosecute them if found in 
the legislative branch. But if this Is 
not considered desirable a special ex- 
ception could be made in the law pro- 
hibiting the use of the secret service 
force in investigating members of the 
congress. It would be far better to do 
this than to do what actually was done 
and strive to prevent or at least to 
hamper effective action against crim- 
inals by the executive branch of the 
government. 

Postal Savings Banks. 

I again renew my recommendation 
for postal savings banks, for deposit- 
ing savings with the security of the 
government behind them. The object 
is to encourage thrift and economy in 
the wage earner and person of mod- 
erate means. It is believed that in the 
aggregate vast sums of money would 
be brought into circulation through 
the instrumentality of the postal sav- 
ings banks. Postal savings banks are 
now in operation in practically all the 
great civilized countries with the ex- 
ception of the United States. 

Parcel Post. 

In my last annual message I com- 
mended the postmaster general's rec- 
ommendation for an extension of the 
parcel post on the rural routes. The 
establishment of a local parcel post 
on rural routes would be to the mu- 
tual benefit of the farmer and the 
country storekeeper, and it is desirable 
that the routes, serving more than 15,- 
000,000 people, should be utilized to the 
fullest practicable extent. 

Education. 

The share that the national govern- 
ment should take in the broad work of 
education has not received the atten- 
tion and the care it rightly deserves. 

I earnestly recommend that this un- 
fortunate state of affairs as regards 
the national educational office be rem- 
edied by adequate appropriations. 

Census. 

I strongly urge that the request of 
the director of the census in connec- 
tion with the decennial work so soon 
to be begun be complied with and that 
the appointments to the census force 
be placed under the civil service law, 
waiving the geographical requirements 
as requested by the director of the 
census. The supervisors and enumer- 
ators should not be appointed under 
the civil service law for the reasons 
given by the director. 

Public Health. 

The dangers to public health from 
food adulteration and from many oth- 
er sources. such as the menace to the

Latin American Republics. 


SEES 


The commercial and material prog- 
| Tess of the twenty Latin American re- 
| publics is worthy of the careful atten- 
| tion of the congress. No other section 
| of the world has shown a greater pro- 
| portionate development of its foreign 
trade during the last ten years, and 
none other has more special claims on 
the interest of the United States. 
Panama Canal. 

The work on the Panama canal is be- 
ing done with a speed, efficiency and 
entire devotion to duty which make It 
a model for all work of the kind. No 
task of such magnitude has ever before 
been undertaken by any nation, and no 
task of the kind has ever been better 
performed. The men on the isthmus, 
from Colonel Goethals and his fellow 
commissioners through the entire list 
of employees who are faithfully doing 
their duty, have won their right to the 
ungrudging respect and gratitude of 
the American people. 


Ocean Mail Lines. 

I again recommend the extension of 
the ocean mail act of 1891 so that sat- 
isfactory American ocean mail lines to 
South America, Asia, the Philippines 
and Australasia may be established. 
The creation of such steamship lines 
should be the natural corollary of the 
voyage of the battle fleet. It should 
precede the opening of the Panama 
canal. 


The Philippines. 

Real progress toward self govern- 
ment is being made in the Philippine 
Islands. The gathering of a Philippine 
legislative body and Philippine assem- 
bly marks a process absolutely new in 
Asia, not only as regards Asiatic colo- 
nies of European powers, but as re- 
gards Asiatic possessions of other Asi- 
atic powers, and indeed, always ex- 
cepting the striking and wonderful ex- 
ample afforded by the great empire of 
Japan, it opens an entirely new de- 
parture when compared with anything 
| which has happened among Asiatic 
powers which are their own masters. 


We have given the Filipinos constitu- 
tional government, a government based 
upon justice, and we have shown that 
we have governed them for their good 
and not for our aggrandizement. 

At the present time, as during the 
past ten years, the inexorable logie of 
facts shows that this government 
must be supplied by us and not by 
We must be wise and gener- 
ous. We must help the Filipinos to 
master the difficult art of self con- 
trol, which is simply another name for 
self government. But we cannot give 

them self government save in the 
sense of governing them so that grad- 
ually they may, if they are able, learn 


them. 


to govern themselves. No one can 

prophesy the exact date when it will 

be wise to consider independence as 

a fixed and definite policy. 

Porto Rico. 

I again recommend that American 
citizenship be conferred upon the peo- 
ple of Porto Rico. 

Cuba, 

In Cuba our occupancy will cease in 
about two months’ time. The Cubans 
have in orderly manner elected their 
own governmental authorities, and the 
island will be turned over to them. 
Our occupation on this occasion has 
lasted a little over two years, aud 
Cuba has thriven and prospered under 
it. Our earnest hope and one desire 
is that the people of the island shail 
now govern themselves with justice, 
so that peace and order may be se 
cure. 

The Fleet's Reception. 

I take this opportunity publicly to 
state my appreciation of the way in 
which in Japan, in Australia, in New 
Zealand and in all the states of South 
America the battle deet has been re- 
ceived on its practice voyage around 
the world. The American goverument 
cannot too strongly express its appre- 

| ciation of the abounding and generous 
hospitality shown our ships in every 
| port they visited. 
The Army. 

As regards the army, I call attention 
to the fact that, while our junior offi- 
cers and enlisted men stand very high, 
the present system of promotion by

be extended so that they could con- 
sider general unfitness to command 
for any cause in order to secure a far 
more rigid enforcement than at pres- 
‘ent in the elimination of officers for 
mental. physical or temperamental 


disa bilities. 


But this plan is recom- 
mnended only if the congress doas not 
see fit to provide what in my judg- 
ment is far better—that is, for selec- 
tion in promotion and for elimination 
for age. 

Now that the organized militia, the 
national guard, has been incorporated 
with the army as a part of the national 
forces it behooves the government to 
do every reasonable thing in its pow- 
er to perfect its efficiency. 

A bill now pending before the 
congress creating a number of extra 
officers in the army, which, if passed, 
as it ought to be, will enable more of- 
ficers to be trained as instructors of 
national guard and assigned to that 
duty. 

There should be legislation to pro- 
vide a complete plan for organiz- 
ing the great body of volunteers be- 


is 


hind the regular army and national 
guard when war has come. While 


teams representing the United States 
won the rifle and revolver champion- 
ships of the world against all comers 
in England this year, it is unfortunate- 
ly true that the great body of our citi- 
zens shoot less and less as time goes 
on. 
To meet this we should encourage 
rifle practice among schoolboys and 
indeed among all classes, as well as 
in the military services, by every 
means In our power. 

The Navy. 
the recommendations of 
the general board for the increase of 
the navy, calling especial attention to 
the need of additional destroyers and 
colliers and, above all, of the four bat- 
tleships. It is desirable to complete 
aS soon as possible a squadron of eight 
battleships of the best existing type. 
The North Dakota, Delaware, Florida 
and Utah will form the first division 
of this squadron. 

I most earnestly recommend that the 
general board be by law turned into 
a general staff. The*™ is literally no 
excuse whatever for continuing the 
present bureau organization of the 
navy. The navy should be treated as 
a purely military organization, and 
everything should be subordinated to 
the one object of securing military 
efficiency. A system of promotion by 
merit, either by selection or by ex- 
clusion or by both processes, should be 
introduced.

I approve 


better for the navy from 
every standpoint has ever occurred 
than the cruise of the battle fleet 
around the world. The improvement 
of the ships in every way has been ex- 
traordinary, and they have gained far 
more experience in battle tactics than 
they would have gained if they had 
stayed in the Atlantic waters. I do 
not believe that there is any other 
service in the world in which the 
average of character and efficiency in 
the enlisted men Is as high as is now 
the case in our own. I believe that the 
Same statement can be made as to our 
officers, taken as a whole, but there 
must be a reservation made in regard 
to those in the highest ranks and in 
regard to those who have just entered 
the service, because we do not now 
get full benefit from our excellent 
naval school at Annapolis.

Thé Hon. C. A. Buskirk of St. Louis,

rapid. This growth comes from grate- 
ful advocacy of the hundreds of

A pure and immaculate 
lite, a gilted and good woman, with 
long years of unfaitering devotion to 
he high cause with which her name 
Will be associated through coming his- 
tory, she now stands in the sunlight 
of an assured triumph. Musunder- 
stood, misrepresented, reviled, she 
Was sustained during long years by 
the cousciousness that she was work- 
ing tor God and humanity, Calumny’s 
ammunition has now been exploded, 
its powder burned and its force ex- 
pended; and there is not a dent in 
the armor in which she has waged 
for over thirty years, and is still 
Waging, “the good fight.”

We read in the Bible tne declara- 
tion made by one of the apostles of 
Jesus that “the prayer of taith shall 
save the sick.”

He finds that what we call elec- 
tricity works along certain lines in 
certain ways: and he employs his in- 
ventive genius accordingly. He in- 
vents or discovers a process; and it 
becomes a boon to humanity, notwith- 
standing that he may be unable to 
explain its modus operandi in answer 
to the ultimate questions respecting 
it. 

Explain to me why and how it fs 
that often religious martyrs, under the 
influence of their faith in God have 
shown utter unconsciousness of physi- 
cal agony when burned at the stake; 
and then, but not before, can you con- 
sistently ask further as to the modus 
operandi of the prayer of faith in sav- 
ing the sick. 

We have no right to dispute a thing 
because in our ignorance we are un- 
able fuliy to comprehend it. 

We have no more right to deny that 
prayer can heal the sick merely be- 
cause we fail to see just how it can 
be done, than we have to dispute that 
an acorn grows into an oak merely 


because we may not be able to ex- 
plain why it should not grow into a 
beech tree.

The same official, acting under in- 
structions from Castro, explained that 
the Venezuelan president did not deem 
it advisable to make a public declara- 


tion with reference to the interna- 
tional position of Venezuela, because 
this might be misunderstood) and 


might provoke discussion which would 
embarrass any 
tions. 

President Castro refused to re 
ceive newspaper representatives, but 
it was announced that he expected to 
undergo an operation and that after 
that he would visit Spain. Several 
Dutch journalists, who had come here 
in the hope of securing a statement 
regarding the dispute between Vene- 
zuela and Holland which might 
the way for a settlement, pleaded in 
vain for an interview. Castro and his 
party remained closely in their rooms. 
As to the naval demonstration along 
the Venezuelan coast by the Dutch 
warships, Castro declared that he did 
not believe Holland would violate the 
spirit of right. 

The hotel where the president is 
Staying is under close guard, for some 
fears were entertained for his safety, 
owing to the presence of two men, 
one a Syrian and the other an Egyp- 
tian. These men embarked at Trini- 
dad, where Castro {fs said to have 
received threatening letters from the 
brother of a general he ordered shot 
at Caracas. After being under sur- 
veillance for a time, the police finally 
escorted the two suspects to the rail-

SAILORS ASSURED 
OF A GOOD TIME 


Ceylon Will Do Her Best io 
Entertain Americans 


Colombo, Ceylon, Dee. 14.—The 
United States battleship fleet was 
anxiously awaited here by large 


crowds of natives who assembled on 


the southwest coast and a great gath- 
ering of Europeans and natives. The 
fleet approached slowly in single file. 
The flagship Connecticut, with Rear 
Admiral Sperry, the commander of 
the fleet, aboard, entered the harbor 
first, the others following at short in- 
tervals. The warships saluted the 
port and the salute was returned. 
The battleship fleet left Manila on 
Dec. 1 and passed Singapore six days 
later. The voyage was uneventful, 
the weather being fine throughout, 
and the battleships proceeding at an 
even speed of about ten knots an 
hour. The health of the men on the 
ships is excellent, with the exception 


of one case of smallpox on the 
Georgia, which detached herself 


from the fleet on Dec. 
here Saturday. The smallpoxx vic- 
tim is sriously ill and all of the 
Georgia's crew have been vaccinated. 

The colonial secretary has been in- 
structed by the secretary of state to 
do all he can to extend such hospi- 
tality as King Edward would wish 
shown to the United States.

In 
month—January 1908—over 
twenty-four million dollars’ worth of 
property was burned, and the total 
amount of building and repairs only 
amounted ‘to sixteen millions. While 
we sympathize with our European 
neighbors on colossal expenditure for 
the support of standing armies, we 
fail to realize that the loss by fire 
in this country annually is over two 
hundred and fifty-two million dollars, 
which exceeds by twenty millions the 
cost of maintaining the German 
army. Something must be done for 
more complete protection from fire. 
If a loss of a quarter million dollars 
in one year, taken from our substan-

AMERIC AN WIVES USELESS? 


Don't Help Husbands, But Only 
Spend Money, Asserts Woman 
Writer. 


That American wives take no in- 
terest in their husbands’ business 
but only in spending the money they 
provide, and that as a consequence 
“America is full of sad-eyed and 
well-dressed women, utterly  with- 
out power,” are only a few of the 
startling declarations made by Mary 
Heaton Vorse in the course of an 
article published in ‘the January 
Appleton’s in which she attempts to 
prove that American women exer- 
cise less real influence than those of 
other nations. 

American women are better 
cated, more indulged and more in- 
consequential than those of any of 
the leading countries of the world, 
she asserts, and holds that in point 
of actual power and influence ‘the 
women of France, Germany, Italy 
and England far exceed those of 
this country. Her reason for this 
point of view she sums up in the 
statement that “business bores most 
American women.” In all the other 
countries which she mentions women 
take an active part in business or 
politics. According to ‘Mrs. Vorse, 
France is the country where women 
are most powerful. In the United

Women in foreign countries, 
by cooperating with their husbands 
in business, exert almost equal 
power in the important affairs of 
their lives. As a contrast to this ‘the 
American man stands alone. The 
women folk of his family do not help 
him. As far as his business goes it 
is quite immaterial whether he has 
a wife or whether he has not. The 
wife goes her way; spends the mon- 
ey provided for her. If there is any 
saving done in that family it is ac- 
complished by the man. As a result 
of their indifference to business 
America is full of sad-eyed and 
well-dressed women.”

FIREMEN AT HOUGHS NECK — 
THREATEN TO RESIGN 


Failure of Council to Increase Salaries Cause 
of Trouble. 


The failure of the fire and 
committee to report at the council 
meeting last night on the order ask- 
ing for an increase for the call fire- 
man at Houghs Neck is liable to 
place the Neck without any fire pro- 
tection. The men threaten to re- 
sign and they claim that a new com- 
pany cannot be organized as_ there 
are no men at the Neck that would 
take the position at the present sal- 
ary. 

The call firemen are paid at pres- 
ent the big sum of ten dollars a 
year. Last year Councilman Curtis 
introduced an order in the council 
calling for an increase from ten dol- 
lars to twenty-five dollars a year for 
the men. ‘The order was referred 
to this year’s council and ‘the fire and 


police committee reported several 
months ago that the order ought 


not to pass. Councilman Whiton at 
a meeting of the council two weeks 
ago offered an order asking for an 
increase of forty dollars a year. It 
was expected that the fire and police 
committee would make their report 
at the adjourned meeting held last 
night but they fail to report on the 
order. 

As there will be only 
meeting of the council this year the 
firemen at the Neck have given up 
hope of getting the increase in pay 
that they asked for. A meeting of 
the call men will be held some time 
this week and it is understood that 
all the men are in favor of resign- 
ing. The company consists of the 
following nine members, John R. S. 
Ross, captain, Charles Faxon, John 
P. Sullivan, Ernest Norteman, Wil-- 
liam Norteman, Howard Vinton, Ben 
Comeau, Harry Hudson and Walter 
Surgis. 

The men answered 
alarms this year which at the pres- 
ent salary paid them averaged fifty 
cents on each fire. The men claim 
that the wear and tear to their cloth- 
ing at the big fire at Petersons last 
June was worth a_ whole years 
salary. They object to being pulled 
out of bed at any time in the night, 
especially on cold winter nights for 
the sum of ten dollars a year. 

If the men do resign, Houghs Neck 
will be placed in a terrible predica- 
ment as only one man would be left 
to fight any fire that might start. The 
men claim that their request is a 
very reasonable one as they do al- 
most as much work as the firemen in 
other sections of the city and that 
all other firemen received from 
seventy-five to a hundred dollars a

The types and characters 
of the east side were presented with 
power by a large company, in which 
Mzary Madison as Halleluiah Maggie 
and Hope Latham as a “poifict” lady 
deserve special mention. Throughout 
the play there were little touches of 
character acting, like the bospital doc- 
tor in the first act by Edwin Brewster 
and the deserted wife in the tenements 
by Gilda Varesi, that were clever bits 
on the big and crowded canvas.

There were forty-five candidates 
fo. the thirteen aldermanic offices to 
be filled, and the election resulted in 
the selection of seven Democrats and 
six Republicans. The complexion of 
the next common council will be for- 
ty-eight Democrats and twenty-sev- 
en Republicans.

At the meeting of the Men's club 
of Christ church Wednesday even- 
ing, the question, Resolved: that a 

rapid increase of the United States 
Navy is imperative, was debated. 
The first speaker for the affirmative 
side was Merton A. Turner, Presi- 
dent of the club. 

Mr. Turner spoke of the necessity 
of keeping up with the other nations 
in the matter of building and equip- 
ing battleships, saying, that with our 
length of coast line, and our island 
possessions it was absolutely impera- 
tive that we should maintain a 
havy, as large as that of any foreign 
power, and larger is possible. 

Mr. Turner said that he believed 
in a large navy, aS a preventitive of 
war, and thought that so long as the 
United States maintained a navy 
nearly as large as the navies of any 
single foreign power, we should be 
at peace with thg world, but should 
we fail to increase our navy propor- 
tionately with the other large powers 
the results might prove disastrous 
to us. 

Mr. Turner quoted a passage from 
Presidents Roosvelt’s message to 
Congress in whith the President de- 
clared that, had we had a big navy 
the Spanish American war would 
hever have occurred. The affirma- 
tive speaker said he thought this 
fact alone showed tthe need of in- 
creasing the navy. 

H. C. Spencer the first speaker for 
the negative side prefaced his argu- 
ments by stating that he wanted t 
show the members of the club 2 
postal the had received. The postal 
proved to be one of the comic vari- 
ety and, therefore Mr. Spencer's 
auditors were in a pleasant frame of 
mind when he opened the negative 
side. Mr. Spencer hooted at the 
idea of America becoming involved 
in a war with any foreign power, 
and said that instead of building 
battleships we should increase our 
merchant marine, building ships that 
were staunch and strong enough to 
be used should we ever find our- 
selves in trouble with a _ foreign 
power. 

The second speaker for the affirm- 
ative side was George W. Holden. 
Mr. Holden started in by saying he 
did not believe a large navy stood 
for peace, but for war, and then he 
went on to say that although we as 
a nation were always bragging 
about our success in keeping out of 
war, he thought we did as much 
fighting as any other power. He said 
universal peace was a_ splendid 
thing but he for one did not believe 
we should ever arrive at that happy 
stage. He said he wanted to see 
Uncle Sam have a large and power- 
ful navy, a navy which was the 
equal of any navy in the world. 

After taking a fling at the Hague 
conference, which he declared was a 
good place for generals and admirals 
to go and display their gold lace and 
shoulder straps, and which cost 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
maintain. Mr. Holden retired giving 
William Walker the last speaker a 
chance to fire his arguments. This 
was literally true for Mr. Walker 
hurled shot after shot and shell after 
shell at the affirmatives, tearing 
their arguments into shreds and 
scattering the pieces all over the 
field. 

He dwelt largely upon the expense 
to the taxpayers of maintaining a 
large navy, and said he thought the 
money could be spent to much bet- 
ter advantage in fighting the “great 
white plague” and other preventable 
diseases. He drew a graphic picture 
of the horrors of war and the suffer- 
ings and privations endured by the 
sailors on board a battleship. 

After each man had answered in 
rebuttal a general discussion of the 
question followed. 

The judges then retired and after 
a short recess decided in favor of the 
negative side. 

Before the debate the club mem- 
bers decided to change the date of 
the annual banquet from January 11 
to January 20, and holding the de- 
bate scheduled for January 20 on the 
January 11th. 

They also voted to change the day 
of the Spring show from February 10 
to April 21.

The improvement of the navy cf 
the United Staves is of as much in- 
terest to the people as it is to the 
numerous bureaus of the  govern- 
ment, which too often have conflict- 
ing views as to what is_ best 
efficiency. In order to en- 
all citizens ~ in regard to 
i naval conditions reports are 
issued by whe navy league, which 
came into existence six years ago 
and now has upwards of 5,000 mem- 


oers 

The constitution of this league 
states that its purposees are “to ac- 
quire and spread before the citi- 
zens of the country information as 
to the condition of the United States 
naval forces and ships, and to awak- 
en public interest and activity in all 
matters tending to aid, improve and 
develop the efficiency of the navy. 
In other words, this large and ac- 
tive league is watching the navy de- 
partment from purely patriotic mo- 
tives, just as the German navy 
league, which has 1,000,000 names 
on its rolls, is doing in Germany.

The public has felt 
there was a disposition not to per- 
mit much publicity in regard to 
some naval matters, such as the 
exact condition of certain ships in 
the service, and that there were also 
too Many bosses over the affairs of 
the department.

GOES 240 FEET IN AIR 


Aeroplane Guided by Wilbur Wright

PHYSICAL TESTS ORDERED 


Long Rides and Walks For Officers 
of the Marine Corps 


Washington, Dec. 17.—Physical 
tests for marine corps officers are 
prescribed in an executive order just 
issued. They are to be made once 
in every two years. In some respects 
these tests are similar to those which 
army officers have to undergo. 

Field officers will be required to 
take a riding test of ninety miles, to 
be covered in three days, and line 
officers of the grade of captain or 
lieutenant will have to walk fifty miles 
in three days actual marching time, 
including rests, to be twenty hours.

BANK CASHIER 
GOES WRONG 


Placed Under Arrest on Charge 
of Being a Defaulter 


‘SHORTAGE OF ABOUT $85,000 


Accused Man Said to Have Confessed 
to Wrongful Use of Money of First 
National Bank of Somersworth 
For Last Six Years—Same Bank 
Was Robbed In 1897 and its Cash- 
ier Murdered 


Somersworth, N. H., Dec. 17.—The 
doors of the First National bank of 
this city were closed following the 
discovery of a shortage placed at 
$85,000, and Fred M. Varney, the 
cashier of the bank, was arrested on 
a charge of being a defaulter. 

The trouble was discovered by 
National Bank Examiner Bean in the 
‘course of a periodical examination of 
| the accounts of the institution. Var- 
ney was arrested by United States 
; Marshal Nute, acting under the direc 
| tion of United States District Attorney 
T. W. Hoyt of Nashua, both officials 
;having been summoned here by Ex- 
| amine r Bean. 

After his arrest, according to a 
statement made by W. S. Tebbetts 


president of the bank, V:

He 
stated also that the directors had said 
that they were unable to make up the 
impairment and had requested that 
the examiner take charge with a view 
to liquidating the affairs of the institu 
tion Late yesterday Bean was ap- 
pointed temporary receiver by the 
comptroller. 

Varney is 39 years old. He is mar 
ried and has one child, a son of 10 


years. He has been a resident 


was one of the prominent young menu 
of the city. He was a member of many 
fraternal organizations and had 
served the city two vears as city 
treasurer. 

Varney did not live ostentatiously 
He received a salary of $2,500 from 
the bank, out of which he was re 
quired to pay two assistants. It was 
known to his friends that he was 
deeply interested in the stock mar 
ket, but it is said that there was noth- 
ing to show that he was involved be- 
yond his means in any transactions 

Eleven years ago last April John E 
Stickney, the then cashier, was mur 
dered in the bank by Joseph Kelly, 
who stole nearly $40,000 and then 
made good his escape. He was cap- 
tured several days later in Montreal 
and is at present serving a life sent- 
ence in Concord. The First National 
Suspended for a few days, but finally 
resumed, with Fred. M. Varney ox 
cupying Stickney’s position.

Start- 
ing from the Rail it is proposed to 
tunnel through the hills and connect 
with the Shawmut branch tracks at 
Milton Lower Mills, East 
Milton people would be accommo- 
dated by a station on Adams street 
in the hollow west of the Mission 
church. 

The present running time between 
Boston and East Milton via 
Granite branch is 26 minutes and 
he running time between Milton 
Lower Mills and Boston via 
Shawmut branch 21 minutes. Less 
han five minutes would be required 
to run from the proposed new East 
Milton station to the Lower Mills 
station. This would mean that the 


running time to Boston would not be 


any more than at present and  per- 
haps less 

The only people who would make 
much of a kick are the people who 
use the station between Atlantic and 
Boston for the Granite branch trains 
now make all these stops Atlantic 
would lose 18 of the trains it now 
has, but as there is but three min- 
utes difference between these trains 


and the Quincy trains that make the 
Atlantic people here would not 
be much discommoded.

LETTER FROM JAPAN. 


To American residents in Japan tthe 
coming of the American battleship 


‘fleet has been anticipated with glad 


hope that through it a true under- 
standing of Japan’s feeling toward 
the United States might be given te 
any there who have been perplexed 
by the ignorant or malicious mis- 
representations of a few enemies of 
Japan. Telegrams this week assure 
us that that very thing has hap- 
pened. We are told that lengthy re- 
ports have been cabled day by day 
and that you have been reading the 
accounts of the welcome given Ad- 
miral Sperry and the fleet and that 
you rejoice with us in the genuine- 
ness of it. For the country has cer- 
tainly done it all from the very heart 
and this is merely an expression of a 
warm feeling of gratitude and love 
which Japan has held toward Ameri- 
ca for long years. 

May I quote from the Yorodzu 
Choho, a Tokyo paper, words which 
are representative of the sentiment of 
the entire nation? 

“Addressing the people of the United 
States of America, Senor Nabuco, the 
Brazilian Minister of Washington, re- 
cently said: ‘You with your high 
civilization can do no wrong to any 
nation. Intimate contact with you 
will under any condition bring only 
good to you and the other party.” 

We can well bear testimony to the 
truth of this saying. During the past 
fifty years of intercourse with the 
great republic, we do not remember a 
single instance in which we have beem 
wilfully wronged by her. On the com- 
trary, we have received from her 
nothing but good. Indeed we are in- 
debted chiefly to her for what weare 
today. 

If there is a nation who is always 
our friend in need that natioa, 
is the United States of America. To- 
day, a great fleet of this dearest of 
our friends arrives in our shores, 
carrying with it to us a message of 
peace and friendship. We welcome it 
most heartily, as we firmly believe 
that its visit will mark an era of 
closer friendship between the United 
States and Japan. We are exceedingly 
glad and thankful for its visit, as it 
gives us opportunity to show the peo- 
ple of the United States how sincere 
is our gratitude towards them and 
how high is our esteeem of their 
friendship.” 

From the greetings sent by wire- 
less telegraphy as the fleet approached 
Japan, to the exchange of telegrams 
of friendship and appreciation be- 
tween President and Emperor, after 
it had sailed away, high and low had 
done everything possible to please and 
Even from this 
remote city of Tottori, the Mayor 
telegraphed the people’s welcome to 
American’s fleet. That the Emperor 


| should have spoken as he has may be 


regarded almost as guarantee of un- 
broken good will to ‘the Americam 
| people, that in his words he has but 
expressed the true feeling of his peo- 
ple, should be enough to dispel a 
doubt that may have existed in the 
minds of those unacquainted with real 
Japan. 

Almost at the same time as the 
of the fleet, a party of Ameri- 
can business men from the Pacific 
coast accepted the invitation of the 
Chambers of Commerce of five cities 
of Japan to visit the country this 
fall. They too, have been received as 
representative of America and right 
royally entertained. 

The Emperor also has been pleased 
|/to decorate Mr. Loomis the Americar 
Commissioner appointed by the Presi- 
| dent for the Exposition of 1912. In 
spite of the postponement of the ex- 
position till 1917, Mr. Loomis and 
some associates came at once to Japan 
to begin preparations and Japan has 
appreciated the indication of Ameri- 
ca’s cordial interest and hearty co- 
operation. These incidents should be 
welcomed by all as both indicating 
and strengthening mutual good-will 
and respect between the United States 
and Japan.

Somerville Youth Takes the Life of 
Girl Whom He Loves. 

Somerville, Mass., Dec. 19.— 
When James B. Harmon, aged 19, 
son of a police sergeant, saw a new 
ring on the finger of Miss Maud 
Hartley, 17, the girl he loved, he 
vowed vengeance. Yesterday Har- 
mon shot and killed her at the cor- 
ner of Cherry street and Highland 
avenue.

Harmon will be examined as to his 
sanity.

In point of attendance and interest

tional Rivers and Harbors Congress, 
through its fifth annual Convention, 
held during the second week of the 
current month, marked an epoch in 
the economic history of the Nation. 
And the resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted by the Conven- 
tion, fearlessly went upon record for 
a bond issue of five hundred million 
doliars, to improve the rivers and 
harbors of the United States “as shall 
be authorized by Congress, said bonds 
to be sold from time to time and in 
such quantities as may be necessary, 
the provisions for the issuance of said 
bonds to be similar to those authoriz- 
ing the bonds for, the 
of the Panama Canal.” 

This action on the part of the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Congress, 
was the culmination of the campaign 
of education begun several years ago, 
the piece-meal appropriations on the 
part of the Congress of the United 
States, by rivers and harbor bills, in 
no sense outlining a fixed and compre- 
hensive policy of waterway improve- 
ment, commensurate with the ever in- 
creasing demands of trade and com- 
merce.

the issuance of $500,000,000 of bonds 
at one time. All we plan is to have 
bonds issued from time to time as 
needed. These bonds are for perman- 
ent works, for work just as perman- 
ent and possibly more so than the 
Panama Canal and destined for the 
same commercial uses. These works 
are not alone for ourselves, they are 
for posterity as well and should be 
paid for, at least in part, by it. 

“By the authorization of the issu- 
ance of $500,000,000 of bonds to carry 
out a broad and comprehensive policy 
of waterway improvement we are but 
imitating the wise example of the rail- 
roads who make money by borrowing 
money to be used for line extensions, 
thereby increasing the 
handling traffic. 

“If it should be found that suffi- 
cient Money cannot be appropriated 
from current revenues to carry on the 
work of completing water projects 
under way and the beginning of new 
ones approved by the Board of Army 
Engineers then there should be sold 
sufficient waterways bonds from time 
to time, so that each year will find 
the work of improving our rivers, 
harbors, and canals steadily going on 
to final completion.

Springfield, Illinois, is asking the 
country to aid its celebration of the 
centennial of the birth of Abraham 
Lincoln, which occurs on the 12th of 
February of next year. Up to a year 
ago Springfield, Illinois, was known 
to the world principally as having 
been the home of this great man. 
Since that time it has become dis- 
tinguished; first, as having been the 
scene of one of the worst race riots 
which ever occurred in ‘this country; 
and, second, for the total failure to 
punish any of the participants. One 
hundred and seventeen indictments 
were returned by the grand jury; in 
every case tried so far juries have 
acquitted the accused, including the 
man who is generally understood to 
have led the brutal and outrageous 
attack on the Negroes. Such being 
the record éxactly what Springfield, 
Illinois, can do or say to commemo- 
rate the memory or to honor the name 
of Abraham Lincoln does not readily 
appear. A season of sackloth and 
ashes might be the most appropriate;

We have seen such an 
arousal durimg recent years in te-| 
gard to crimes of cunning, and such 
are being shackled and will be shack- | 
led further. A few years ago Presi- 
dent Eliot's blunt talk about financial 
crimes would have been sensational. 
Now that the remedy is in course of 
application it attracts only casual 
notice. We need a further and strong- 
er awakening in regard to the protec- 
tion of human life, not merely from 
assassins, but from the greed of busi- 
ness which sacrifices lives to cheapen 
the cost of production. Not merely 
are the death and accident rates on 
our railroads greatly in excess of 
those in Europe, but the machines in 
our factories are far too little guard- 
ed, and -we are only just beginning to 
grow sensitive to the sacrifice of the 
health of women and children by un- 
duly Jong hours of labor and by un- 


healthful working conditions. On 
these matters more plain speaking 


like the President Eliot’s is highly 
desirable. The commandment, “Thou 
shalt not kill,” still receives far too 
limited and technical an application. 
—Brooklyn Eagle.

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Although he was on the stand for 
nearly eight hours, Carnegie laughed 
and joked good naturedly through- 
out. He exasperated several of the 
“stand-patters” with his epigramatic 
replies, praised the business genius 
of Charles M. Schwab, urged the 
committee to accept the testimony 
of E. H. Gary, head of the United 
States Steel corporation, as conclu- 
sive, and told several funny stories. 
He avoided figures, however, to such 
an extent that it is doubtful if the 
tariff framers are any more en- 
lightened on the steel question than 
they were before Carnegie was 
sworn in by Chairman Payne. 

Mr. Carnegie’s principal conten- 
tion was that the steel industry needs 
no more protection and that it has 
reached a_ stage of development 
where the American manufacturers 
can compete with the world under 
free trade conditions. While he 
argued that the cost of labor and 
production of steel are less in this 
country than in the other countries 
producing steel, he furnished no 
figures to support his opinion. He 
said that since Gary told the com- 
mittee that the United States Steel 
corporation can get along without a 
tariff on its products that should be 
sufficient evidence for the commit- 
tee to take off the duty on steel and 
fron 

Mr. Carnegie's 
most unique and interesting and he 
frequently caused peals of laughter 
in the crowded room, the joke often 
being at the expense of the chair- 
man or some other member of the 
the committee. He declared em- 
phatically against combinations, or 
“trusts,” and said that he had noth- 
ing to do with the sale of the Carne- 
gie Steel company to the United 
States Steel corporation. He charac- 
terized the “stock gambler” as be- 
ing the worst citizen a country 
could have, and said that he never 
had one associated with him in busi- 
ness. 

When his testimony varied from 
that of Gary and Schwab, he ex- 
plained that he was merely express- 
ing his own opinion. He said that 
those two gentlemen were very 
truthful, but they were interested 
witnesses and the committee should 
not place too much stress on figures 
supplied by “interested witnesses.” 

Mr. Carnegie evidently enjoyed the 
cross-examination by the members of 
the committee, but he frequently ex- 
pressed regret that he could not turn 
the tables and cross-examine the 
committee. He seemed to devote his 
efforts to making Chairman Payne 
and Representatives Dalzell and 
Fordney uncomfortable. He called 
Dalzell “John” and either gave such 
evasive replies to his questions or 
dealt with him in such a manner as 
to turn an evident sérious discus- 
tion into a humorous one. The 
member from Pennsylvania soon 
subsided {nto silence. 

Mr. Fordney, after having asked 
Carnegie many questions, gave a 
tomewhat elaborate account of his 
view on protection and then asked 
the smiling Scotchman: “What do 
you think of my opinions on this 
point?’ 

“T think you are entitled to hold 
them, was the quick rejoinder, 
while the Spectators joined the rest 
$f the committee in a hearty laugh at 
the expense of Fordney.

It one of the most important 
matters that the Council has had to 
deal with this year, and should not be 
passed without serious consideration. 

It is a question whether the ordi- 
nance as proposed carries out the pur- 
pose of the will, inasmuch as _ the 
Mayor has no yoice in the manage- 
ment of the fund other than the ap- 
pointment of the citizens Board of In- 
vestment, and only then with the ap- 
proval of the City Council. 

Should it happen that the City Coun- 
cil was inclined to be hostile to the 
Executive, it could work great injury 
by refusing to confirm or approve the 
citizen selected by him as a member 
of the board.

We are convinced in view of the manner in which the recommen- 
dations of the Committee of 1900 have been ignored that a funda- 
mental change of the kind suggested is absolutely necessary and we 
therefore strongly recommend the passage of the accompanying order.

no part of the Fund has yet been lost, but our examination convinces 
us that in order to avoid loss in the immediate future, precautions 
should be taken at once for that purpose. We do not wish to be 
understood as intending to attach responsibility for the present con- 
cition of affairs to any particular person or persons, and we certainly 
l could not do so in view of the fact that of the five members constitut- 
jing the present Board, three, being a majority, are now serving their 
third consecutive year together, and two of these three have served 
for the past eight years. The difficulty is fundamental and is the in- 
'evitable result of the manner in which the Board is constituted, which 
is essentially political. Four of the five members are members merely 
from the fact of holding their respective offices of Mayor, City Clerk, 
City Auditor, and City Treasurer. We believe that the ordinance 
should be changed and this was also the conclusion reached by the 
committee appointed in 1900. In view of the present size and import- 
jance of the fund we believe that members should be appointed with 
Special reference to their qualifications for performing the duties of 
jtrustees, free from political influence or entanglement.

THE WOMEN OF SWEDEN. 


Great Changes In Their Mental and 
Physical Training. 

In no direction have the recent 
changes in the Swedish woman's posi- 
tion been more thorough than in their 
education, and now many girls are 
qualifying to start life on their own 
account. In 1870 the universities of 
Sweden, Upsala and Lund opened their 
doors to women and allowed them both 
to matriculate and to follow the pro- 
fession of a physician. Since that date 
the number of women who have taken 
advantage of the permission has been 
steadily increasing and would be 
larger still but for the heavy fees of 
the girls’ high schools, which make 
education so expensive that students 
generally prefer the higher Training | 
College of Lady Preceptors, which | 
gives instruction free of cost. The ex- 
penses of the studies connected with | 
the medical profession and the long 
rourse (from seven to nine years) which 
it involves from the time of matricula- 
tion have been a great drawback to 
women, while the requirements are 
higher than for any other medical de- 
gree in the world. Nevertheless a fair 
number are finishing their studies, 
while many have duly qualified and 
are practicing physicians. They have | 
already won laurels, Dr. Karolina Wi- 
derstrom being one of the most re- 
nowhed gynecologists in Sweden. 

The women of all classes take an in- 
terest in politics, and there is a strong 
and increasingly powerful suffrage par- 
ty in the country. The press is on the 
side of the suffragists, and magazines 
give friendly accounts of their doings. 
We read that “with the exception of 
England the suffragists of Sweden 
have without doubt worked more in- 
defatigably during the past year than 
those of any other country. Their 
work has been characterized by intel- 
ligence, patience, courage, dignity and 
unyielding determination. The cam- 
paign has been a grand one.” 

That it Is likely to be a successful 
one as well is proved by the fact that | 
six with women's suf- | 
frage were introduced last session into 
the Swedish parliament. Over a bun- 
dred suffrage societies exist in the 
country, all being affiliated to the Na- 
tional Association For Women's Suf- 
frage at Stockholm. The members are 
indefatifable and give up their spare 
time to traveling over the country, 
holding meetings, distributing litera- 
ture and organizing generally. One 
lady, a board school teacher, recently 
covered 450 miles on foot in the most 
isolated districts, where she addressed 
public meetings and spoke privately 
to the women in outlying places. The 
Swedish women have a great future 
before them, and their sterling com- 
mon sense, which is the basis of the 
national character, will be of great 
value to them in shaping it.

Christmas for the Americans in Por- 
to Rico is pretty much the same, so 
far as the observance of the day is 
concerned, as Christmas at home or 
anywhere else. 

The chief difference is in those char- 
acteristics of the season that are due 
to or are influenced by the weather, 


which more nearly resembles that of | 


the Fourth of July than a winter holi- 
day. 

There is the same spirit of good 
feeling, the same cheery greeting, the 
same happy experieuce for the little 
people in the shape of gifts from San- 
ta Claus and that same more or less 
sincere determination on the part of 
their elders to forgive their enemies— 
which sometimes they do. 

Among the natives Christmas day is 
a church holiday only, and it is very 
generally observed by them as such, 
but it is not the occasion of family re- 
unions nor the day of gifts, as with 
us. 

The Porto Rican family gatherings 


' occur and their Santa Claus makes his 


appearance on the 6th of January— 
“El dia de los Reyes,” or “the day of 
the kings,” commemorating the bring- 
ing of gifts to the infant Christ—but 
Kriss Kringle manifestly does not come 
down the chimney for the very good 
reason that there are no chimneys to 
Porto Rican houses, and for equally 
obvious reasons he does not bring his 
reindeer nor his sleigh. 

Instead of hanging up their stock- 
ings the native children prepare a box 
filled with grass to represent a manger 
and place it outside their doors on the

I simply wanted to pull 
the president’s beard.” 

When searched at the station 
ousé the president’s assailant proved 
to be Jean Mattis, a cafe waiter, 24 
years old. Medals of General Mer- 
cier, the former minister of war, 
stamps bearing the head of the Duke 
of Orleans, a card of membership in 
the Isatrie Francaise and other royal- 
ist documents were found on his per- 
s0n. 

During the examination Mattis 
boasted of being a royalist and talked 
confusedly of having done his “duty” 
and obeyed the dictates of his ‘“‘con- 
science.” Heap of the royalists’ 
reactionary literature were found by 
the police when they ransacked his 
residence. 

The investigation reveals the fact 
that Mattis was in close relation with 
the royalist organization and _ this 
gives color to rumors that he was the 
instrument of a royalist plot. It is 
more likely, however, that he is only 
a crack-brained individual, seeking 
notoriety, whose head has  been| 
turned by the campaign- of scandal | 
and villification which reactionary | 
newspapers have recently been con- | 


ducting. They used the scandal in 
connection with the Steinheil affair | 
to make every conceivable charge 


against the government, even to it be- 
ing guilty of political murder and in- 
sisting upon the insinuation that the;

been a manifestation of Divine will. 

In the spring of 1892, the Teed 
“Heaven” became one of the notori- 
ous spots in Chicago. There were 
men angels and women angels, all of 
whom lived together.

St. Louis manufactures an 
enormous Output of boots and shoes, 
as does Nashville and other cities; 
while Massachusetts and New Eng- 
jJand are feeling this western compe- 
tition and realize that if their shops 
are to continue in business, they must 
conquer foreign markets and this is 
why they are clamoring for cheaper 
raw materials.

welfare. In fact all parties benefited 
by depression. 

What is the condition and situation 
today ? It is namely this, the rail- 
road tracks at Quincy station, (Sa- 
ville street) are about 15 feet higher 
than the railroad tracks are at Ad- 
ams street (north) and about 45 feet 
higher than the railroad tracks are 
at Town Brook near School street 
(south) creating a pinnacle at the 
Quincy station, also creating an al- 
most prohibitive grade for railroad- 
ing. 

Many, many times do the heavy 
freight trains and long passenger 
trains struggle and stagger and some- 
times get stalled, trying to get over 
the pinnacle at the station. 

Now the city plans of depression 
eliminates this pinnacle, by lowering 
the railroad tracks. 

The railroad expert engineer ad- 
mitted that the city plan was a model 
one. This evidence alone should be 
sufficient for its adoption. 

I wish, your Honor, at this time 
to call your attention to another mat- 
ter which is of great importance to 
the city of Quincy. I refer to the 
completion of the ‘boulevard as it 
crosses the railroad tracks near Ad- 
ams street. By having tthe boulevard 
go over the railroad tracks, as they 
rightly should. J 

The people of Quincy and the pub- 
lic at large have every confidence in 
the personel of this special commis- 
sion. With an abounding faith and 
abiding trust in Mayor Shea and the 
special commission by the people of 
Quincy that the city plans of depres- 
sion will meet with the commission's 
approval, I am,

He won the title in the arena at 
Rushcutter’s bay from Tommy Burns, 
the French-Canadian, who had held 
it since James J. Jeffries relinquished 
it and after a chase of Burns that had 
led half way around the world. 

The end came in the fourteenth 
round when the police, seeing Burns 
tottering and unable to defend him- 


self from the savage blows of his 
opponent, mercifully stopped the 
fight. Previously it had been ar- 


ranged that if the police interfered a 
decision should be rendered on 
points, and Keferee McIntosh weth- 
put hesitation declared the big black 
man the winner, for all through the 
fight he had shown himself Burns’ 
master in every style of fighting. 

Burns, in an interview after he had 
gone to his .dressing room, sgid: “1 
did the best 1 could and fought hard. 
Johnson big and his reach 
Was too great.’ 

Johnson appeared fresh after the 
fight, while Burns’ eyes were badly 
puffed and his mouth swollen to twice 
its normal size. The Canadian fought 
a game battie and showed indom- 
{table pluck, but was no match 
for Johnson. 

Twice only in the annals of pugil- 
fsm has a negro been permitted to 
fight for the title emblematic of 
world’s champion heavyweight pugil- 
fst. Peter Jackson tried it with John

JAPANESE CUSTOMS. 


Rules of the Tea Ceremony—Feast of | 
the Dolls. 

“There is a pew woman in Japan.” 
says Miss Alice M. Bacon, for many 
years head mistres; of the Peeresses’ 
school in Tokyo, “and she is the prob- 
lem of the day ia Japan. Girls are | 
coming into the cities from the whole‘ 
country to go to school, and it is a | 
problem to know what to do with 
them. They know only the old sys- 
tem, and their parents know only that, 
: but they feel the pulse of the new life, 
and they cunnot be held back. 

“It is rather pathetic that the Jap- 
anese girl knows so well that her 
Bchool days are her happiest days. She 
never plans the gay, happy years 
‘when I’m grown up.’ Instead she 
takes all her little schoolgir] pleasures 
with the full consciousness that when 
they are over there will come a time 
when devotion to duty will be almost 
the only pleasure in life for her. She 
knows that after her school days the 
mother-in-law’s house waits for her 
and that there in the lowest place in 
@ stranger's house she will have to 
work patiently her way up to the re- 
spect and good will of a strange fam- 
fly. 

“The little daughter of a wealthy 
house goes to school from six to sev- 
enteen. She learns reading, writing, 

natural science, English, the koto, 
sewing, cooking and the tea ceremony. 

“The rules of the tea ceremony were 
fixed about the time the Spanish ar- 
mada was besieging Elizabeth. Every 
movement of the woman, every posi- 
tion of cup, spoon, tea caddy, 
prescribed. 

“To a foreigner Japanese sewing 
seems so extremely simple that it 
would hardly seem necessary to study 
it, but the Japanese girl applies her- 
self to it with the knowledge that in 
the future the appearance of her chil- 
dren, her husband, her mother-in-law 
and her father-in-law will all be set 
down to her credit or discredit. 

“She learns to cook sufficiently to 
direct her servants, particularly in the 
line of rice and pickles. 

“The daughter of the house must 
learn to arrange the flowers not only 
artistically, but so that they will bear 
that wealth of symbolism found in 
every Japanese grouping of flowers. 

“The feast of the dolls is the quaint- 
est of all the little Japanese girls’ fes- 
tivals. In the storehouse where are 
kept all the family treasures there are 
boxes filled with dolls which have 
come down from the grandmothers and 
great-grandmothers. Each new bride 
brings her dolls when she comes to 
her father-in-law’s house, and she 
keeps the feast each year till her eldest 
daughter is old enough to take it up.”

Many people do not understand why 
a fish is able to go down into deep wa- 
ter so easily, for naturally it requires 
more weight to do that than to swim 
near the surface.

Briefly, it consists of an air bladder, 
which it can exhaust of air or fill with 
air by moving certain muscles. When 
it desires to go down into deep water, 
it exhausts the air in the bladder, and 
that gives its body greater weight. 
When it desires to ascend, it fills the 
bladder, and that lessens the weight of 
its body.

The stem is then 
gorged with a mass of starchy matter. 
around which is a hard outer rind 
about two inches in thickness. Were 
the fruit allowed, to form and ripen 
the whole of this starchy core would 
disappear and leave the stem a mere 
hollow shell, for when the tree ripens 
its fruit it dies. 

It seems strange that a man ean con- 
suime a tree, but it is so. The prep- 
aration consists in cutting off the 
branches and the hard rind of the 
trunk. The stem is then divided into 
sections and split up. and the starchy 
pith is extracted and grated to pow- 
der. When the starch roughly 
grated or pounded into pulp and made 
inte cakes one tree will feed a man 
for a whole year.

Following 
this efforts were made to still further 
concentrate, and with such success 
that Boston and New England will 
now have one great central organiza- 
tion, with all of its forces working 
as a unit.

The new Chamber of Commerce will 
start with an expert staff of officers 
and assistants and with a treasury 
sufficient to allow it to work in a 
broad field. Plans are now on foot to 
take up actively many subjects affect- 
ing the development of Boston and 
New England.

ABOUT THE MUSICIANS, 


Ossip Gabrilowitsch, the Russian 
pianist, seems to have carried off all 
pianistic palms in New York—at 
least, so far as the season has pro- 
gressed. Gabrilowitsch made his first 
appearance this year with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, and his play- 
ing aroused even greater enthusiasm 
than when he last visited the metro- 
polis two years ago. With the Kneisl 
Quartet and several other organiza- 
tions he has won additional honors, 
and now his Carnegie Hall Recital, 
scheduled for January 10th, bids fair 
to attract a record-breaking house. 

The members of the Flonzaley 
Quartet have arrived for their second 
American tour under Loudon Charl- 
ton’s direction, after adding consider- 
ably to their European prestige by 
a tour of Holland and Switzerland. 
The Flonzaleys are a unique little or- 
ganization, being, it is said, the only 
string quartet in existence that de- 
votes itself exclusively the year ’round 
to chamber music. Its members are 
bound by agreement to give all of 
their time to ensemble work. Three 
New York and three Boston concerts 
are to be given, in addition to a long 
list of individual engagements 
throughout the country. 

An American pianist who has com- 
pelled widespread recognition is 
Ernest Schelling, whose New York 
recital last week stirred the critics 
considerably beyond the limits of 
perfunctory praise. Schelling has 
spent most of his life in Europe, and 
in fact is better known across the At- 
lantic than in his native land. Dis- 
tinction as a composer has also fallen 
to his lot, his Fantastique Suite being 


particularly well known among 
musicians. 
Katharine Goodson, the English 


pianist, starts her American tour this 
season on the Pacific Coast, having 
returned to this country by the some- 
what roundabout way of Australia. 
In Melbourne and Sidney, where she 
played several concerts, Miss Good- 
son was warmly praised.

These are days of national and in- 
ternational co-operation. Governors 
of every state in the Union are plan- 
ning to preserve forests, to improve 
water ways, and to protect natural 
resources. National business, civic. 
industrial and charitable bodies meet 
annually to improve conditions. The 
nations of the world join in fighting 
the Great White Plague and hold a 
Congress and Exhibit in Washington. 
World's Fairs, and Expositions are 
binding the countries of the globe in- 
to closer union. And now Europe and 


America are planning to meet in 
Washington in 1910 and _ discuss 


means and methods to stop the mak- 
ing of criminals. 

This meeting of the Internation- 
al Prison Congress has the ‘backing 
of Secretary Root who has asked Con- 
gress for $50,000 to aid in showing 
the foreign what this 
country has acomplished in improved 
methods of dealing with crime, es- 
pecially in the direction of juvenile 
courts, probation, child saving and 
other reformatory agencies. 

This 1910 meeting will be the eighth 
since its organization in 1871 when 
Congress passed a resolution author- 
izing President Grant to send a com- 
missioner abroad to secure the co- 
operation of European governments in 
the prevention and treatment of crime. 
E. ©, Wines, the distinguished penolo- 
gist, was appointed First Commission- 
er from tthe United States. Since that 
first meeting in London, other Con- 
gresses have met in Stockholm, Rome, 
St. Petersburg, Paris, Brussels and 
Budapest. They have studied crim- 
inal law environment, heredity, al- 
coholism, administration of courts, 
treatment of offenders, criminal 
labor, international comity, and inter- 
national law. Secretary Root has 
realized the importance of getting at 
the real souces of crime; for modern 
penology recognizes that it is useless 
to try to stop the flood of crime at 
the mouth of the stream. It is to be 
hoped that Congress will have the 
same broad viewpoint of Secretary 
Root and grant the appropriation that 
will make the 1910 meeting in this 
country a sucecss.

The Commission on Immigration 
has recently focused public attention 
on the immigrant in New England. By 
an é@laborate questionaire information 
is being solicited concerning the in- 
tellectual, moral, social and religious 
life of all foreigners who have settled 
here. When the results of these in- 
vestigations are published, the law- 
maker, the social settler, the educator 
and the churchmen will have a new 
fund of facts on which to base con- 
clusions respecting immigrants. 

In harmony with these plans for a 
better understanding of the immi- 
grant, the State Committee of the Y. 
M. C. A. is promoting a scheme for 
bridging the gulf between the foreign- 
er and American ideals. Over three 
millions engaged in industrial work 
in this country are ignorant’ of the 
English language. They know little 
of our laws, less about our history 
and nothing of civic responsibility. 
How can they be taught to think and 
act as Americans? 

The first step is taken by a study of 
English, American ideals are impart- 
ed through a knowledge of our speech. 
Children of immigrants and young 


ueage in the public day and evening 
eebools. A large number of adult 
forviguers, however, refuse to enter 
clepses With cRildren. These adults 
the Y. M. C. A. plans to aid. Already 
schools have been established in sev- 
eral cities and towns in Massachusevis 
which promise much. 

Jn New Bedford the Poles and 
Portugese are receiving instruction in 
English; in Fall River, !talians, Poles 
and Lithuanians are learning to read 
and write; in Newburyport the French 


and Amenians are taking courses in 
English preparatory to taking oui 


naturalization papers. Cambridge has 
5v0 adult foreigners interested in the 
study of English and lectures on 
American history, Springfield, Law- 
rence, Fitchburg, Quincy, Malden, 
Somerville, Northampton, Abington 
and Amesbury are each adding their 
quota to this good work. In the Con- 
necticut Valley schools have been 
opened in Hadley, South Deerfield and 
Sunderland. 

These schools are usually held in 
church vestries, public halls, school 
buildings, ward rooms, and private 
houses in the foreign quarters of the 
different cities. Such an arrangement 
induces a large attendance, Men are 
grouped according to nationality, age 
and intelligence, Instruction is large- 
ly given by college students. Harvard 
men are cultivating the field in Cam- 
bridge. -Students trom Amherst and 


Massachusetts Agricultural College 
are leading the schools in the Con- 


necticut Valley. Williams men are in- 
terested in Williamstown, North 
Adams and adjacent towns, Lawrence 
is attracting Andover. Springfield 
draws teachers from the Training 
School and the American Internation- 
al College. Some professional and 
business men are also giving their ser- 
vices in this patriotic cause. 

Interest in American ideals is also 
stimulated by the stereopticon. in 
Holyoke three hundred Poles gathered 
to hear a lecture on George Washing- 
ton; in Cambridge a Harvard pro- 
fessor gave an illustrated talk on 
American history; in Lawrence plans 
for similar work are being perfected. 

This type of instruction is supple- 
mented by talks on the necessity of 
clean streets, the importance of re- 
porting contagious disease, the value 
of the vote and the duties of citizen- 
ship. 

In taking up this work the Y. M. C. 
A. is trying to supplement the work 
of all other organizations which aim 
to assimilate the strangers within our 


gates.

Extent of Its Relation to Gen- 
eral System of Education

Practically No Facilities For Training 
of Youth Between Ages of 14 and 
18 For 
tional 


Industrial Pursuits—Voca- 
School Should Articulate 
With Public Schoo! System at Some 
Point—Valuable Experiments 


New York, Dec. 28.—The _pre- 
liminary report of the committee of 
ten prominent business men and edu- 
cators appointed by the National So- 
ciety for the Promotion of Industrial 
Education to consider the relation of 
industrial education to the general 
system of education of the country, 
has been made public. 

The report recommends the estab- 
lishment of industrial improvement 
schools and trade schools, and a na- 
tional department with a secretary of 
education in the cabinet. On the 
question of the desirability of trade 
schools the report says: 

“All who are acquainted with edu- 
cation in European nations know that 
in the matter of industrial training 
we are far behind such countries as 
Germany; that our apprentice sys- 
tem, even if materially extended, can 
offer industrial education to only a 
comparatively few; that there are 
practically no facilities for the train- 
ing of the youth between the ages of 
14 and 18 for industrial pursuits, and 
the opportunities for those who are in 
the trades to improve their skill by 
theoretical training is confined te 
isolated and occasional schcols. 

“The vast majority of children 
leave school at the end of the gram- 
mar school period. Any vocational 
school which has to serve this great 
group of citizens must articulate at 
some point with the public school 
system of the country, preferably 
with the grammar school.

“Such schools as may articulate 
with the grammar school for the 
training of youths will most likely 


assume the form of training schools 
for particular industries. They will 
be local in their character and will 
seek to serve the needs of a local in- 
dustry. 

“The boy or girl trained in them 
will not be a skilled journeyman in 
any trade, but will have received a 
fundamental training in those things 
which will make him a skilled jour- 
neyman in a short time and will at 
the same time prompt him to a high- 
er form of vocational efficiency than 
he is likely to have had otherwise. 

“In this respect the industrial 
training school for youth is likely to 
have much the same relation to the 
preparation of a skilled journeyman as 
the high grade engineering school has 
to the preparation of a practical en- 
gineer. 

“It seems clear that such schools, 
both for vouths and adults, are likely 
to be attempted, and in fact are be- 
ing attempted in various parts of the 
United States. These schools are to 
be welcomed as experiments in the 
general problem which we are seeking 
to solve.”

his competitor, being Miss Maracle, 
formerly of the Mohawk Indian re- 
serve. 


Last Sunday Longboat became a

Thursday. On Jan. 9 he will run a 
Marathon race against Alfred Shrubb, 
the Englishman, in Madison Square 
Garden, New York. Toward the end 
of next month Shrubb, Longboat, Do- 
rando and Hayes will get together in 
a Marathon race in New York.

Milford Authorities Will Probe 
Into Death of Mrs. Strange 


Milford, Mass., Dec. 28.—The au- 
thorities have begun an investigation 
of the death of Mrs. Nora Strange 
of Providence, who came to Milford 
about a week ago to work in a hotel 
as a cook. 

Mrs. Strange was taken ill last

EARTH STUDENTS GATHER 


Meeting Today of the Geological So- 
ciety of America In Washington. 
Washirgton, Dec. 28.—Men whose 

business it is to learn the exact age of 

the earth and to delve into the proc- 
esses of its formation and growth 
assembled here today to attend the 
twenty-first annual meeting of the 

Geological Society of America. 
Among the matters to be discussed 

at the sessions of the society are the 

recent discovery in Europe of the so 
called “oldest man” and the inter- 
esting finds in lowa. In the western 
part of that state many traces of 
prehistoric horses, elephants, mam- 
moths and other beasts of antiquity 
have been discovered. So interest- 
ing are these finds to geologists that 
the president of the society, Profes- 
sor Samuel Calvin of Iowa, devoted

to them. 


WINTER GOLF SEASON 


Opens Today With Holiday Tourna- 
ment at Pinehurst, N. C. 

Pinehurst, N. C. Dec. 28.—With 
the holiday golf tournament begun 
here today, the winter season for 
golf in the south may be said to be 
fairly started. This week’s tourna- 
ment is, however, not the most im- 
portant event of the season here. 
That distinction is reserved for the 
annual midwinter tournament at 
medal and match play which will be- 
gin Jan. 11.

Willemstad, Island of Curacao, 
Dec. 28.—Political exiles are re- 


turning to Caracas at the summons of 
President Gomez, who, to unite all 
parties and factions in Venezuela, has 
ordered the prisons to be cleared and 
has invited those long since banished 
from the country to come back. 

The steamship Julia arrived here 
Sunday from Maracaibo with eight- 
een former political prisoners aboard. 
Among the number were several who 
had been as long as eight years in 
fetters. 

General Bello, the commander of 
Fort San Carlos at Maracaibo, whose 
assassination was attempted recent- 
ly, was also a passenger on the 
Zulia. He said that a number of 
criminals were liberated at that place 
at the same time the political prison- 
ers were given their freedom, but 
that it was afterwards found neces- 
sary to imprison them again. 

The Zulia left here last evening 
for LaGuira with the exiles, who 
represent all political parties. They 
were given an enthusiastic ovation 
by the people of Curacao, and before 
their departure were presented with 
a paper, bidding them adieu on behalf 
of the entire population. In this 
document it was said that only one 
man was the enemy of the exiles and 
of Curacao and he had now lost his 
prestige. 

General Riera, who for a number 
of years has been working here with 
the revolutionists against President 
Castro, joined the exiles on the Zulia 
and is now on his way to Caracas. He 
issued a statement in reply to the 
people of Curacao, thanking them for 
the attentions bestowed upon him and 
declaring that they could consider him 
always as the best friend of Curacao. 

Wireless despatches report the 
United States cruiser North Carolina 
100 miles from Curacao, bound for 
LaGuaira. On board the cruiser is 
W. 1. Buchanan, special commission- 
er of the United States to Venezuela. 
Another wireless message states that 
the battleship Maine is following the 
North Carolina at a distance of about 
200 miles. 

Latest advices from Caracas say 
that the situation througnout Venez- 
uela under the new administration 
headed by Gomez is excellent. The 
new president’s policy has been di- 
rected towards repairing the injustice 
suffered by the people of the interior 
and in establishing harmony with 
outside powers. This policy has been 
received with enthusiasm by all 
parties in Venezuela and there is a 
feeling among the people that peace 
is now assured. 

The departure of Jose Paul, until 
recently minister of foreign affairs, on 
a mission to Europe, is confirmed. He 
is to enter into negotiations for the 
settlement of the existing differences 
between Venezuela and France and 
Holland. 


ACTIVITY IN POLITICS 


Bupposed Reason For Warning to 
Boston’s Port Surveyor 
Boston, Dec. 28—Jeremiah J. Mc- 
Carthy, surveyor of the port of Bos- 
ton, received a letter from Secretary 
of the Treasury Cortelyou notifying 


him that he must sever his connec- 
tion with the Republican city com- 
mittee or else resign the surveyor- 
ship. 

It is understood here that repre- 
sentations have been made to the 
treasury department that McCarthy 
was displaying too much activity in 
political matters, and the secretary's 
letter is taken as a warning that such 
activity must cease. 

The office of surveyor of the port 
of Boston carries it with a salary of 
$5000 a year.

up a purse of $50,000 in an endeavor 
to entice Jeffries to come across seas 
and meet Johnson. 

That McIntosh can afford to offer 
a monstrous purse for another cham- 
pionship “go” is shown by the fact 
that the receipts from the Johnson- 
Burns fight aggregated $150,000. Of 
this sum Burns received $30,000 and 
Johnson $7,500, including $2,500 for 
his traveling and training expenses. 

NO ROOM FOR HEBREWS 
Finland Has a Convenient Law For 

Getting Rid of Them 

Helsingfors, Finland, Dee. 28.— 
One of the periodic expulsions of 
Hebrews is now going on In Finland. 
The senate, on the basis of a nar- 
row interpretation of the law, main- 
tains the right to issue individual l- 
censes entitling residences in Finland 
for six months, these being renew- 
able only at the senate’s discretion. 

According to the Finish statutes, 
Hebrews are forbidden to acquire and 
hold property, are denied the right 
of citizenship and are permitted to 
reside in Finland only under close re- 
strictions. An exception was made in 
the year 1850 in favor of two hundred 
families.

Plane For Their Conservation on a 
Broad Scale 
Washington, Dec. 28.—Announce- 
Ment was made at the White House 
of a proposed plan for a conference 
looking toward the conservation of 
the natural resources of North Amer- 
ica to be held at the White House 


Feb. 18 next. 
Letters suggesting the plan have 
been addressed by President Roose- 


velt to the governor general and to 
the premier of Canada and to Presi- 
dent Diaz of Mexico. They will Le 
delivered to the officials in person by 
Gifford Pinchot, whom President 
Roosevelt has chosen as his personal 
representative to convey the invita- 
tions and to confer with the authori- 
ties of the two governments. 

The main object of the conference 
will be to point out that natural re- 
sources are not limited by the bound- 
ary lines which separate nations; to 
develop a better knowledge of the 
natural resources of each nation on 
the part of the others, and to invite 
suggestions for concurrent action for 
the protection of mutual interests re- 
lating to conservation.

material power of our country. Vast 
wealth has already been produced 


from our mineral and other deposits 
and from the widely extended agri- 
cultural, manufacturing and commer- 
cial operations of the land. ae) cit 
were necessary, this nation could feed 
and clothe and house the world of 
today. Its standing in the particulars 
named is simply the earnest of what 
future years shall bring to pass. The 
year’s experiences emphasize the 
necessity of conducting these various 
and extensive enterprises in a way to 


secure the largest possible benefits 
to the whole people. Conditions 
which are. studiously created and 


maintained for the further enrichment 
of the small number of the already 
enormously wealthy—which increase 
is derived from the compulsory con- 
tributions of the masses through add- 
ed and unnecessary expenses of liv- 
ing year by year—must be so changed 
that unjust exactions shall crease. 
This can be done and give to capital 
and labor—give to all who work with 
hand or brain—a fair and equitable 
return for service rendered and for 
use of money invested. The voice of 
the old year calls in no uncertain 
tones for such a readjustment of con- 
ditions that there shall be no occasion 
of complaint from those who are giv- 
ing intelligent and efficient service in 
any part of the United States. 

The Old Year declares, too, that 
comfort and gladness have widely pre- 
vailed in this broad land, and over the 
whole earth, notwithstanding the need 
of improvement in the circumstances 
under which multitudes are living. It 
makes clear that educational and 
benevolent institutions are multiply- 
ing and that intelligence and humane 
feeling are steadily expanding.

KAISER'S HOT WORDS 


Main Points of William Ils Al- 
leged Statements to Dr. Hale. 


BITTER TOWARD ENGLAND. 


In a Rage, He Said King Edward Must 
Stop Hounding Him—Tired of Wait- 
ing For War—Declared British Grown 
Decadent and Russians Helpless. 


It Las been learned that the fear a 
disastrous world war might result 
from Kaiser Wilhelm’s statements, 
which officials in the Berlin foreign 
office held came from the emperor at 
a time when by reason of having given 


| way to a fit of temper he was irre- 


sponsible, is what caused the sup- 
pression of the famous interview 
granted to Dr, William Bayard Hale. 

The New York World is able to give 
an official synopsis of the interview by 
reason of having been released from an 
obligation through the irresponsible 
publication the other day of a wholly 
inaccurate version. 

The kaiser’s meeting with Dr. Hale 
was on the imperial yacht Hohenzol- 
lern, off Bergen, Norway, one evening 
after the emperor had wined and dined 
well. He was in a bumor quite fa- 
miliar to his intimates. He and Dr, 
Wale had just taken their seats on the 
deck of the Hohenzollern when the 
kaiser burst out: 

“Isdward bas been hounding me for 
two years, and he has got to stop it!” 

The interview bad been arranged 
some days before, and the kaiser fully 
realized to whom he was talking. Ev- 
erything had been arranged so that Dr. 
Hale might get to know the kaiser at 
home as intimately as he had known 
President Roosevelt. Dr. Hale carried 
‘bo commission as a magazine writer. 
He had beep managing editor of a 
Philadelphia newspaper and at the 


,time was editor of the literary supple- 


ment of a New York newspaper. The 
kaiser imposed uo secrecy, although he 
knew this, 

After his outburst in regard to King 
Edward's “hounding” him the kaiser 
continued that Germany was the para- 
mount power in all Europe and that 
England was trying to neutralize that 
power. 

The main other points of the inter- 
view, summarized, are as follows: 

That he held France in the hollow of 
his hand and that Russia was of no ac- 
count since the disastrous war she had 
waged with Japan. 

That if the pan-European war which 
had been so much talked about was in- 
evitable the sooner it came the better it 
woif@ be for him, because he was ready 
and was tired of the suspense. 

That Great Britain had been a decadent 
nation ever since her victory over the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State, be- 


' cause hers was an unrighteous, ungodly 


cause and divine judgment was bound 
eventually to overtake the powerful na- 
tion that waged such a war. 

That the Anglo-Japanese alliance was 
an iniquitous alliance against all the 
white races, England proving absolutely 
her faithlessness as a Christian nation; 
that Japan was honeycombing India with 
sedition and flooding it with spies while 
professing openly to be England's friend 
and ally. 

That the only way to counteract this 
alliance was for Germany and America 
to act together at an early date or Amer- 
ica would have to fight the Japanese in 
ten months. 

That in the event of a great war Eng- 
land would lose many of her large colo- 
nies, especially those in the Pacific, and 
that all he would take for Germany would 
be Egypt, though he would liberate the 
Holy Land from the yoke of the infidel, 
presumably meaning the sultan, 

That the perfecting of the Zeppelin dir- 
igible balloon would give Germany a pow- 
erful advantage in war, and she was 
ready to make use of it to the fullest ex- 
tent. 

It was when Dr. Hale returned to 
Berlin and related to the foreign of- 
fice officials what success he had had 
that they forbade him to. publish it 
for the reason given above, explain- 
ing at some length the dire possibili- 
ties that might lurk in moking public 
such statements as having been made 
by the kaiser to a guest. 

Dr. Hale prepared his article in ac- 
cordance with the instructions he had 
received, but the foreign office officials 
to whom it was subraitted are said to 
have so cut it that tittle worth while 
was left. After being rewritten and 
again subjected to elimination it was 
accepted by the Century Magazine, 
and several thousand copies of the 
number in which it was to appear had 
been struck off when Dr. Hale, at a 
request from Berlin, had it with- 
drawn purely out of respect to the 
kaiser’s feelings. 

The preceding article was submitted 
to Dr. Hale and read by him with 
eare. A_ reference to Ambassador 
Speck von Sternburg was crossed out 
by Dr. Hale, and he said he did not 
know the former German representa- 
tive in Washingtcn. A statement that 
Dr. Hale had submitted his manu- 
script to a magszine other than the 
Century was crcssed out, and on the 
margin of the proof Dr. Hale wrote, 
“This is all wrong,” following with bis 
initials. A brief personal reference to 
Dr. Hale he also struck out, and the 
article appears as changed by Dr. 
Hale.

Hearing of Arguments on Grade Crossings 
Continued to January 16. 


There was a large attendance of 


| citizens at City Hall this morning to 


hear the arguments in the matter of 
the separation of the grades at the 
Water and Saville street crossings. 
The whole session today was given 
up to the arguments before the spec- 
ial commission appointed by the 
superior court. 

The city presented a new plan for 
Water street containing some changes 
so as to do away with some of 
cost. The difference was that it 
eleminated all new work on the east 
side and the approach to the west 
side through the Merrymount Granite 
Company's plant. 

Mr. Wheeler for the railroad pre- 
sented detail figures of their estimates 
for the Water and Saville street 
crossings in comparison with the esti- 
mates of the city. 

The city also presented new plans 
of Saville street eliminating the 
westerly station grounds and the 
carrying through of Irving place to 
Granite street. 

City Solicitor McAnarney presented 
deeds of property along the west side 
to the tracks to the railroad company 
wherein a right was reserved to cross 
the tracks. 

Herbert T. Whitman presented a 
plan for crossing at Saville street. 
This plan called for a street starting 
fifty feet from Hancock street, on 
Saville street through the Richards 
estate, over the tracks by a steel 
bridge 18 feet above the tracks to 
Upland road. He gave the grades by 
his plan. It also provided for lower- 
ing the tracks at the railroad and 
raising the tracks over Granite street. 
Zstimated cost by his plan was $87,- 
293.10. 

This plan was practically the same 
as that presented at the first hearing 
by Carl R. Hayward. The grade 
would be from 2 to 4 percent over 
the tracks. 

John Q. A. Field argued for his 
plan for Water street. This plan 
proposed to close Water street at its 
present crossing and to cross the 
tracks beneath the tracks south of 
the present depot. He spoke of the 
importance of Quincy Adams as a 
freight terminal and of the amount of 
teaming. He believed therefore with 
heavy teaming should be kept as 
close to the ground as possible. 

The headway under the tracks 
would be 13 feet. The grades were 
easy and averaged 3 and3 1-2 percent. 
This plan gave a level grade into the 
freight yard. The grade of the rail- 
road would be raised from School 
street toward Braintree. His esti- 
mate of the cost by his plan would be 
$88,142. He gave in detail the items 
that went to make up his esitmate. 
It was the simplest and the easiest 
way for heavily loaded teams. 

John T. Cavanagh argued in favor 
of his plan presented at one of the 
early hearings. At Saville street his 
plan relocates the tracks. His rea- 
son for so doing was that this would 
leave more length of straight track 
and would be more safe for all per- 
sons, as well as easier for the engin- 
eer of the locomotive. There would 
be more room around the station for 
approaches and_ give better op- 
portunity for the bridge over Granite 
street and straighten the rails of the 
tracks. He also spoke of the danger 
of the present sharp curve at Granite 
street. The increase of momentum 
of heavy trains today make this a 
dangerous point. The tracks at 
Saville street are lowered 16 feet by

the city plan transferring the danger 
point to the depot and multiplied it 
a thousand times. 

He proposed to change the Granite 
Street bridge and give more head 
room under the bridge. 

At Water street he raised the track 
12 or 13 feet and by depressing the 
Street, obtained the required headway. 
The raising of tracks makes a better 
grade with very little embankment. 

At School street a new street north 
would make a bet- 
ter crossing. 

He criticised the city planfor the 
crossing at Water street. Of the dif- 
ferent grades it made on Franklin 
Street between School and Water 
Street and the dangerous corner at 
Water and Franklin streets. 

He considered the railroad plans the 
least that could be done for the city 
as they give nothing. The plans of 


the city were the worst that could 
be done. His own ‘plan was the best 
in every way. 


As to the cost he had no detail or 
figures but he was of the opinion tha: 
by his plans the work could be done 
cheaper than by any other plan. 

G. B. Bates said as his plan was al- 
most identical with the city plan he 
would leave the arguments to the able 
Council of the city. 

‘A B. Worthen represented a prop- 
erty owner, the Richards property. 
We do not assume to tell the citizens 
what they ought to have, he said but 
desire some scheme that will damage 
property to the least degree. The 
Whitman ‘plan would damage his 
property the least. 

Horace Allen counsel for Henry M. 
Faxon who he said had a double in- 
terest first as a citizen and as a 
property owner. If your board de- 
cides the best general scheme is the 
city plan he had nothing 
If you decide that tracks 
remain as now he has suggestions 
to make as to Saville street but not 
at Water street. 

If tracks remain as now there are 
two ways to cross. One to go under 
and the other to go over. If left 
as now Saville street must be closed. 
The overhead bridge he considered 
too expensive. It injured and ruined 
property for the sake of having a few 
teams cross it. 

The plan of Mr. Whitman he object- 
ed to and did not think any considera- 
tion should be given it. 


Saville street. What is it? he 
said. A boulevard or a_ street for 
heavy traffic? The figures given of 


teams crossing, given by the city are 
misleading. He said the class of 
teams that used the crossing was 
largely express teams which go there 
to get their freight, while the pleas- 
ure riding is very small. 

We suggest if the tracks remain at 
the same grade as now Saville street 
be closed and certain changes ‘be 
made. That Upland road be con- 
tinued as a general thoroughfare to 
Granite street. The stations should 
be opposite each other unless a foot 
bridge over the present crossing was 
built. He also suggested moving 
stations farther north on a line with 
Saville street. The cost of crossing 
by overhead bridge would be pro- 
hibited. 

Mr. Field representing the Com- 
monwealth said he had no plan and 
that the city and railroad should be

An interesting example of concrete 
work, a tombstone or small monu- 
ment, recently erected near Kellar, i 
Accomac County, Virginia, is interest- 
ing from the fact that it was built by 
a boy, sixteen years old, and is a 
very creditable piece of work. The 
stone is five feet high and stands ona 
12-inch pedestal and contains includ- 
ing the foundation, about four yards 
of material. Two slabs of marble, 
one on the top and the other in the 
front bear inscriptions. The marble 
is held in place by iron hooks and 
rods. The tombstone marks the grave 
of the Rev. Griffin Callahan, a minis- 
ter of the Methodist Church, who 
conducted the first meeting of that 
denomination held north of the Ohio 
River. He was born in 1759 and died 
in 1838, and in order that the moral 
and religious influence of his charac- 
ter on uhe community might be prop- 
erly commemorated, the monument is 
so inscribed. It is the first example 
of concrete construction in the 
neighborhood and is an object of great 


interest to the community.—Cement 
Age. 
While the railroad commissioners 


of this state are urging the adoption 
of safety devices, not merely on steam 
roads, but on electric lines where a 
large number of cars are run, this 
state has never committed itself to the 
idea that any possible law can wholly 
obviate the possibility of accident.

conditions as they exist at present. 
All plans except the railroad contain 
improvements which do not properly 
belong to this question. The railroad 
plan is the only one that deals with

The question if Saville street is a 
public way or if it is of such im-' 
portance to demand the expenditure 
is an important one. Commonwealth 
would oppose the expenditure of $500,- 
000 for abolishing this crossing . 

There is no evidence before this 
Commission showing that this is a 
public way and he asked that the 
Commission find whether this is a 
private or a public way.

As was to be expected, all sonis of 
maledidictions are being heaped upon 
the heads of the state supervisors of 
taxes, discovering $30,000,000 of 
personal property which heretofore 
has escaped taxation, and it is freely 
predicted that “tthe state’s interfer- 
ence in home rule” as the tax dodgers 
call it, will result in an appeal being 
made to the legislature to abolish this 
“uncalled for” and “objectionable” 
interference. 

If the legislature fails to act favor- 
ably on this appeal, many of the mil- 
lionaires who have seen their taxes 
go up by leaps and bounds, since the 
supervisors assumed office, threaten 
to take up their legal residence in 
New Hampshire or Rhode Island, 
where as yet the local assessors do 
their work without any “interference ~ 
on the part of the state. 

Although the supervisors are fully 
aware of the commotion they have 
caused in the ranks of the tax dodg- 
ers, they are still calmly doing their 
work of ferreting out taxable person- 
al property, and notifying local as- 
sessors of its true worth, and how 
much it should be taxed. 

Among the cities whose treasuries 
are to be increased by this unexpect- 
ed find Lowell leads the list with a 
total of $1.441,200. This city will re- 
ceive its biggest plum through the es- 
tate of the late E. C. Swift one of the 
Chicago packing firm. Beverly and 
Malden also come in for an equal 
share of this estate 

Somerville, as the result of an in- 
vestigation by the supervisors 
will be enriched by nearly one fourth 
as much money as previously. 

Brookline ranks third, is next to 
Dover and Nahant, in the list of towns 
so far as resurrected taxable person- 
al property is concerned.

That the question of whether or 
not Saville street west of the Quincy 
depot will play an important part in 
the solution of the separation of the 
grades at this crossing was evident to 
all who were present Tuesday at the 
hearing before the special commis- 
sion. This question has been hinted 
at a number of times during the dif- 
ferent hearings but never has the di- 
rect question been raised until it was 
done so by counsel for the Common- 
wealth Tuesday. 

The commissioners were - asked 
point blank to rule whether or not 
this was a public street. If the street 
is @ private way the expense of abol- 
ishing it must be borne wholly by the 
railroad. If on the other hand it is 
a public street then tthe cost must be 
borne by the railroad, state and city. ! 

City Solicitor McAnarney claims 
that wi ile the street has not peen 
accepted and laid out by tthe city as a 
public way that it is a public way as 
far as this hearing is concerned. 

The City Solicitor has much docu- 
mentory evidence bearing upon this 
point which the commission has 
asked him to present at the hearing 
Jan. 16. 

if the street should be declared a 
private way it would make a great 
deal of difference as to how the cross- 
ing would be abolished. It is quite

certain that under such a condition 
the plan of the city would not be the 
one to be accepted. 


It is common knowledge among the. 


citizens of Quincy} that this street 
has been open for public travel for 
many years. Some of our oldest 
citizens say that as far back as they 
can remember the street was open 
for public itravel. Under the old law 
a street became a public street by 
declaration and it may be possible 
that Saville street was so declared 
although that law was repealed in 
1844. 

That a crossing must be maintained 
at this point there is no question for 
there is a law which ‘provides that a 
way open for common travel for 
twenty years can not be closed and 
no one questions but what Saville 
street comes under that law. 

The statement made by the coun- 
sel representing the commonwealth 
that the state would not stand for as 
expensive a plan as that of the city 
brings up another impomant matter. 
This gentlemen also raised the point 
that all plans save that of the rail- 
road dealt with problems other than 
the abolition of the crossings the ex- 
pense of which should not be charged 
up to the abolition question. 

It would seem from what developed 
at Tuesday’s hearing that as far as 
Water street was concerned the city 
plan stood a good chance of being re- 
ported by the commission. As _ for 
Saville street it is all in the air at 
the present time as to what will be 
done, for as stated above much de- 
pends on the question of whether or 
not the street is a public street or a 
private way.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


By all means, let a young, grate- 
ful, prosperous and growing nation 
do honor to one of the grandest fig- 
ures in her brief history. Abraham 
Lincoln on the occasion of the 100th 
anniversary of his birth. Congress 
has made some provisions toward this 
end, and it has been suggested that 
the occasion be marked by a move- 
ment to set about procuring a monu- 
ment to his memory.

Lincoln is entitled to all the honor 
and glory which can be accorded him 
by a grateful nation and in recogniz- 
ing his worth, the lustre of other na- 
tional figures is not permitted to be 
dimmed, but rather to become more 
brilliantly illumined by the compan- 
ionship of his great work and his 
tragic end.—Gloucester Times.

In Baltimore the other day a man 
was arraigned in court for stealing a 
razor from a barbor.

What chance, except for labor 
of the dirtiest kind, has a man nowa- 
days who presents himself to a pro- 
spective employer with face un- 
shaven, clothes seedy and showing 
plainly that they have received no ai- 
tention, and a generally discouraged 
and battered look from head to heel? 
Personal appearances count at such 
times as they never count afterward. 
A New York newspaper writer who 
saw men in the bread line asked an 
officer why these men didn’t make 
more earnest efforts to get work. 

“With most of them what would be 
the use?” asked the officer. “Who 
would receive or listen to men look- 
ing for work who had such torn 
clothes and broken shoes and dirty 
faces as some of these men have?” 

Before any man deserts a job it 
would be well for him to look ahead 
and prepare, and have some good 
clothes ready and a razor, and be 
prepared to “make the front” the 
time will demand when he goes for 
his next situation. The ‘more one 
looks as though he needed a job the 
less likely he is to get it, is apparent- 
ly the way of the world. It’s easy to 
get an invitation to dinner till you 
want one so badly you are ready to 
commit violence to get it; but at this 
latter time you will find people turn- 
img away from you to avoid the look 
of hunger madness in your eye.— 
Brockton Enterprise. 


‘The obvious and inevitable criti- 
cism of Secretary Straus’ plan for 
the development of a comprehensive 
labor exchange, or labor 
clearing house, to dispose of the prob- 
lem of the unemployed, is that it 
offers the slightest possible hope of 
practicability. The idea as an idea, 
is excellent. Its applicability is an- 
other matter. The plan suggested is 
for a great national labor exchange, 
free alike to employer and employee, 
with branches in all the large cities 
of the continent. By way of illustra- 
tion Secretary Straus supposes the 
case if a tinner in New York who has 
just lost his job because work in his 


particular line has given out. He 
applies to the bureau of information 
of the department of commerce and 
labor. The man in charge finds that 
1000 tinners are wanted in Seattle to 
work on the buildings of the Alaska 
and Yukon exposition; that 400 or 500 
sheet metal workers are needed in 
Chicago, St. Louis and Denver, and 
hat 3000 men can find employment in 


the great fruit orchards and vine- 
yards of California. 
And here the weak link is found. 


Labor cannot be shipped in carloads, 
etc., or in small packages, like mer- 
chandise. In this state it has been 
found practically impossible even to 
induce unemployed men to go as far 
as from Boston to Cape Cod. The 
laboring man is loath to strike out in 
that fashion. He loves “home” what- 
ever it may be. It is to be doubted if 
the department of commerce and 
labor could send 100 unemployed tin- 
smiths (to continue Secretary Straus’ 
illustration) from New York, if there 
were 10,000 such unemployed in that 
city, to the Pacific coast on the defi- 
nite promise of work—particularly if 
there were no guarantee of perman- 
ency to the employment. 

There is to be a council of labor at 
Washington next month to discuss 


this plan. The meeting will need, 
more than anything else, to offer 


some convincing indication that the 
unemployed would go where the de- 
partment sugested.—Boston Adver- 
tiser.

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CASTRO GETS 
OUT OF HOSPITAL 


He Submits to Interview on 
Affairs In Venezuela 


DID NOT SUSPECT UPRISING 


Says He Would Have Remained at 
Home Even Though His Life Was 
Imperilled—Has No Fear of Extra- 
dition and Has Something to Say of 

Affairs—Thinks His 

Action Justified

Berlin. Dec. 30.—Senor Castro left 
the hospital and returnei to the Es- 
planade Hotel Tuesday afternoon. He 
grated an interview to The Associ- 
ated Press correspondent last night. 
The former president was asked if 
there was any truth in the statement 
published in various newspapers to the 
effect that he left Venezuela know- 
ing what was going to happen. 

Senor Castro at first refused to dis- 
cuss the matter and then calmly made 
the following reply: 

“No, for if I had even suspected 
cfuch a thing, I would have remained 
in Venezuela, even had my life been 
imperilled through ill health, becanze 
1 have always been and am now the 
slave to honor and duty. The only 
fear I have is the fear of God.” 

“It is rumored that the Venezuelan 
government will request your extra- 
dition from Germany in order to in- 
dict you,” Castro was informed. 

“I do not consider that possible,” 
replicei Castro, “since no such con- 
vention is in existence between Ven- 
ezuela and Germany excepting that 
which relates to trade marks and is 


dated 1882. Extradition treaties exist 
only with Belgium, Spain and Bo- 
livia. But even supposing such an 


intention exists, only the slightest 
hint is necessary and I am willing to 
go to Venezuela and prove my politi- 
cal honor. I believe I would be the 
geiner from this in the public opinion. 

“In regard to international affairs 
concerning the foreign policy of Ven- 
ezieia, I would suggest that an in- 
ternational tribunal should judge me, 
to prove that Venezuela has right and 
reason, provided that if such right 
should be proven justice might be 
accorded to Venezuela and to me.” 

Senor Castro declined for the pres- 
ent to give any further statement, 
but he discussed the events in Ven- 
ezuela since the change in govern- 
ment, expressing pleasure that there 
has been so little bloodshed there. 
He thought that his brother, General 
Celestino Castro, had acted correct- 
ly in obeying orders to submit and 
give up the arms and ammunition in 
his charge, thus avoiding a conflict. 

Concerning the intention of Presi- 
dent Gomez to settle the outstanding 
foreign questions, Castro believed that 
Gomez was acting as he thought best, 
but declared that the action of Ven- 
ezuela hitherto was justified. He 
did not intend, however, to interfere 
in the progress of events and had 
not communicated with Venezuela in 
any way. 

Castro is still under the care of 
Dr. Israel Castro goes out daily 
in an automobile. He lives quietly 
and is strictly following the regimen 
laid out for him. Dr. Israel says 
that an operation will not be neces- 
sary; his patient’s ailment is painful, 
although not at all dangerous.

Roanoke, Va., Dec. %0.—Meagre 
reports of a coal mine disaster at 
Lick Branch have reached here.

Messrs. Lee, 
Higginson & Co., 44 State street, 
Boston, have been asked by me to act 
as treasurers and will publicly aec-

clothing, shelter and medical aid may 
be provided for the men, women and 
children who have lost their all in 
this frightful disaster.

WELL KNOWN IN QUINCY. 


Col. A. J. Babeock Chief Figure in 
Four Generation Group. 


Col. A. J. Babcock of Springfield, 
Ill., well known to many of the older 
residents of Quincy, figures in an 
excellent reproduction of a four-gen- 
eration photograph which has recent- 
ly appeared in the St. Paul Dispatch. 
Included in the group is Col. Bab- 
cock’s daughter a _ resident of St. 
Paul with whom he is spending the 
winter, his grandson, Clifford R. Gra- 
ham, Manager of the San Francisco 
office of the Wells Fargo Express 
Company, and little four-year-old 
Willard L. Graham his great grand- 
son. Many of our readers will recall 
Col. Babcock’s visit to Quincy a few 
years ago and the cordial welcome 
extended to him. Although born in 
Dorchester, his career reflects credit 
on Quincy, where he spent his boy- 
hood and youth, his father being as- 
sociated at West Quincy with Solomon 
Willard, architect of Bunker Hill 
monument, St. Paul’s church, the Old 
Court House and other public build- 
ings erected during the second quart- 
er of the last century, in tthe con- 
struction of which granite was first 
used extensively as a building mater- 
ial. The iron doors of Bunker Hill 
monument are the handiwork of Col. 
Babéock’s father who was a black- 
smith and worker in iron of excep- 
tional ability. 

In early youth Col. Babcock learned 
the trade of coppersmith at the shop 
of Hunneman of Roxbury, builder of 
he crack hand engines, dear to the 
heart of fire fighters of a generation 
Manifesting an interest in mili- 
affairs he joined the Lowell 
Mechanic Phalanx while employed in 
that city and was also enrolled for a 
time in a military company at Con- 
cord, N. H. At the outbreak of the 
Civil war he was lieutenant in the 
Springfield company of the Seventh- 
Illinois regiment and went to the 
front with that organization, rising 
rapidly to the position of Colonel 
and taking part in the battles at Ft. 
Donelson and Corinth. Ill health in- 
terrupted after two years of active 
service a promising military career. 
Since the war he has resided at 
Springfield, Ill, a most useful and 
popular citizen. Readers of the Led- 
ger will join in wishing the Colonel a 
long measure of life that he may 
pose a few years hence in a picture 
in which five generations are repre- 
sented.

former ice king, 
and banker. 
The meeting which was held in the 
city hall, was called together by the 
mayor, and addresses of sympathy 
were made by city officials and many 
of the city’s most prominent resi- 
dents and business men. Although 
the meeting was supposedly called 
simply for the purpose of expressing 
sympathy, for a former benefactor, 
there was much implied criticism of 
the court that found the banker 
guilty, and resolutions were  intro- 
duced expressing the hope that the 
court of appeals, before which the 
case will next be heard, would give 
him the benefit of every reasonable 
doubt. The resolution also contained 
the resolve, “that it is the sense of 
this meeting that all honorable means

Boston, Dec. 31.—Harvey C. Daly 
of this city, captain of schooner Fred- 
die W. Alton, and Philip M. Spring- 
er, a Boston florist living in Somer- 
ville, were found guilty conspir- 
acy to smuggle Chinese into the 
country by a jury in the United States 
district court.

Washington, Dec. 31.—Nine y 
Americans in a Messina hotel that we = 
destroyed, and Italians and American: 
co-operating in the quest for informa 
tion regarding the missing, are re 
ported upon in a cablegram to the 
state department received from Am- 
bassador Griscom at Rome. 

The ambassador cabled that he has 
received no word from the American 
consuls at Messina and Palermo. He 
has asked the foreign office for in- 
formation and that office, adds, 
will every effort through army 
and navy officers to obtain immediat 
news. 

The ambassador says it is 
ed that ninety Americans were in the 
Trinacria hotel at Messina, which is 
said be totally destroyed. It is 
known, however, that of 
guests escaped. 

The foreign office reported that 
several foreign nations are hurrying 
warships to the scene to offer assist- 
The has de- 
spatched consular officers in the quest 
for information. 

Every effort is being made by the 
state department to obtain news of 
American citizens who were in the 
earthquake zone in Italy, and whose

Efforts are also being made 
keep in communication with Deputy 
Consul Lupton Messina, to the 
end that prompt advices may reach 
here regarding Americans in 
trouble there. 

The state department will make 
public promptly to the press any in- 
formation received from officials 
in Italy, so that news from there will 
reach those immediately interested 
at the first moment. ‘The 
department's information is that the 
winter tourist has not yet 
fully begun in Sicily. 

The impression among officials is 
that those Americans who were in 
the earthquake zone in that island 
were mainly at Taormina. Many in- 
quiries have come to the department 
regarding friends believed to be in 
the earthquake region. 


Boston’s Generous Response 

Boston, Dee. 31.—At the close 
of business last evening it was an- 
nounced that the general subscrip- 
tions being received by Lee, Higgin- 
son & Co., for the earthquake suffer- 
ers had reached a total of nearly $19,- 
000. 

Italians from various settlements of 
eastern Massachusetts held a mass 
meeting last night to complete plans 
for a formal canvass of the Italian 
colonies of the state to secure fur- 
ther funds to send to Italy and Sicily. 

The committee having in charge the 
Massachusetts Italian relief fund will 
send a man to Italy on the first vessel 
sailing, to see that the common- 
wealth’s contributions are carefully 
an. worthily disposed of. 

TLis plan was decided upon late last 
evenings after a consultation as to 
the best means of securing the public 
against any misuse of its funds con- 
tributed for the suffering ones of 
italy.

Rome, Dec. 31.—The immensity of 
the disaster in southern Italy and 
Sicily can only be measured by the 
fact that it is now estimated that 
110,000 people perished in Messina 
and Reggio alone A score of other 
towns have been devastated and 
thousands of victims in these places 
must be added to the roll. 

The estimated grand total of fatali- 
ties is now placed at 150,000. In 
the face of this awful total all Italy 
stands appalled. 

Nor has the full death list vet 
been reached Shiploads of fugitives 
have arrived at Naples and _ other 
ports, and the vast majority of these 
are sorely injured Other thousands 
remain near the ruins of their homes 
or wander half starving, half naked, 
over the land The forces that on 
Monday overwhelmed cities also de- 
stroyed the means of subsistence.

Survivors In Great Distress

Far Worse Than War 

The minister of war, in despatching 
orders to the military authorities who 
have practically taken over the abso- 
lute pawer throughout the zone of the 
earthquake, explained: 

“This disaster has resulted in a 
ereater loss of life than any of our 
wars for independence, Indeed, the 
situation is much worse as, while 
war always is preceded by a period 
of preparation, this has happened 
within forty seconds. While war 
only affects the young and strong 
among the people, the present calam- 
ity has mowed down women and 
children, old men and youths. While 
in war the armies are followed by the 
most complete camp hospitals, the 
numberless wounded in Calabria and 
eastern Sicily have been left, in many 
cases, forty-eight hours without as- 
sistance. Even when rescued, it is 
impossible to house them, everything 
available having been filled by the 
dead. Lack of care and starvation 
will complete the work that the forces 
of nature has left undone.” 

All the sovereigns and the heads of 
states of the foreign governments 
have sent expressions of warmest 
sympathy and deepest condolence. 
France’s message was especially 
warm, and she is despatching five 

warships from Toulon to Messina, 
which is hailed as a token of love 
from a sister race. 

The minister of marine received 
word that the steamships Taormina 
and Campania, with 45,000 beds and 
a large supply of provisions aboard, 
have left Genoa bound for Messina. 
Other steamers, also bountifully 
stocked, are on their way to the 
stricken cities from various ports. 

Terrible Suffering Inevitable 

The despatches from the stricken 
zone say that a large army would be 
required to cope with even the press- 
ing needs of the unfortunate peaple 
who are roaming about half clad and 
Starving, some of them dragging 
articles of clothing from the smould- 


ering ruins to protect themselves 
from the piercing winds. Terrible 
suffering is inevitable before the] 


relief can arrive. 
rescue parties, military, naval 
and civil, of different nationalities, 
are performing prodigies, but 
task before them is almost hopeless. 
Added to the difficulty of obtaining 
food and water, there are no drugs 
or surgical appliances. Heart- 
breaking appeals for help are heard on 
every which only the most 
inadequate response possible. 
Temporary hospitals are being rigged 
up, but only a comparatively few can 
be relieved and the scenes of horror 
defy description. The survivors of 
the earthquake are suffering cruel ex- 
tremities and, in Messina, may be 
seen all around vainly searching in 
the dust and debris for morsels of 
food. 

Late despatches state that the city 
of Palmi contains 1500 dead and twice 
as many injured. Two-thirds of the 
town was laid waste. All the vil- 
lages adjacent suffered as severely. 

The king has telegraphed Premier 
Giolitti, informing him that Reggio 
in the same awful condition 
Messina and announcing that a Rus- 
sian steamer with 500 injured will 
arrive at Naples today. The king 
asks that all preparations be made 
for their reception at the hospitals 
and requests that the ship be sent 

back with doctors. 

Messina a Huge Furnace 

Dispatches from Catalia describe 
Messina as appearing like a huge in- 
candescent furnace. The fire spread 
to the buildings that had not yet 
fallen, completing the work of de- 
struction. The Strait of Messina is 
now choked with corpses of men and 
animals. At the present time there 
are twelve warships at Messina, four 
Italian, four British and four Rus- 
sian. as well a number of de- 
strevers and steamers. The injured 
are beings carried aboard the steam- 
ers and wiil be removed to Naples.

KAISER’S “BEST WISHES” 


Conveyed to President Roosevelt by 
New German Ambassador 

Washington, Dec. 31.—Cordial ex- 
pressions of good feeling were ex- 
changed between President Roosevelt 
and Count Von Bernstorff, the new 
German ambassador, who was form- 
ally presented to Roosevelt at the 
White House. 

The letter Bernstorff presented from 
the emperor of Germany accrediting 
him as ambassador expressed the 
“best wishes” which the emperor ever 
cherished for the happiness and wel- 
fare of the United States. ‘The 
president said that the emperor's ex- 
pressions of friendship and good will 
are cordially appreciated and he 
trusted the cordial feelings existing 
would tend to promote and strength- 
en the friendly relations between the 
two countries. 


PROCEDURE 100 TEDIOUS 


Ceremony of General Muster on Our 
Warships Is Abolished 
Washington, Dec. 31.—General 
muster, required by regulations of 
the navy from time immemor- 
fal, has been abolished by Secretary 

Newberry. 

The ceremony of mustering the en- 
tire crew of the battleships on the 
morning of the first Sunday of each 
month has long been regarded as a 
tedious and unnecessary procedure. 
It requires several hours on the 
great battleships manned by 700 or 
800 men to call up all members of the 
crew and to have them pass in re- 
view, exchanging salutations with 
the commanding officer. 


“Drys” Win a Bitter Fight 

Roanoke, Va., Dec. 31.—In a lo- 
cal option election here the “drys” 
won by a majority of eighty-six 
votes. The effect of the election will 
be the closing within ninety days of 
forty-two saloons and six mail order 
liquor houses. The fight has been 
one of the bitterest ever waged in 


Virginia.
